Last Sunday's Disturbance. 

The disturbance that arose in the West End of London last 
sunday evening between a number of Fascists selling a Fascist 


newspaper and a large crowd, some of whom are said to have been 
Jews, is greatly to b2 regretted. As is usual on such occasions, it is 
difficult to say who were the aggressors and what particular act led 
fo the incident. But one is compelled to ask whether it is really 
wise, in the interests of peace, that the young men who vend their 
publications in the streets should do so in uniform. They have, of 
course, every right to sell newspapers, if they wishto. But they can 
surely carry on their business without appearing in black shirts, or 
xrey shirts, or whatever the colour may be. These things have a 
challea,'og effect-—as Continental experience has all too sadly 
shown—and when they ave displayed in an area where many have 
good reason not to love Fascism, atall events as practised in Germany, 
and when, in addition, the Fascist symbol is worn by youths who 
occasionally evince a certain exuberance in their activities, the 
results may not be conducive to the maintenance of public order. 
At the same time we would strongly urge Jews on no account to 
be rattled by such manifestations or to lose their self-control and 
respect for law. They will do their cause no good by such 
conduct. If they are molested, they have legal means of redress. 
But they should bear themselves with restraint and dignity. 
Whether those in control of the Fascist organisation will also 


take action to minimise the risk of unpleasant incidents it is for 
them to say.

If these remarks mean anything 
they mean that Jews must be debarred, as such, from civic servi 

in the Citvy.of London. Such a sixteenth century attitude will not 
commend itself to City opinion, or to enlightened opinion anywhere. 
lt is not only retrogressive, but an attempt to po behind the Aet of 
Parliament, which threw all municipal offices open to Jews. Above 
all, it is deplorable in the extreme as an introduw tion of religions 
issues in a sphere which has been honourably free from then.

I used in jest to call him what Homer called the hero of his

this is what Magnus never was. In spite of the variety and magn 
tude of his literary. output, he was always careful, accurate, co 
scientious, thorough. He could essay many kimis of writing, and 


do them all well. Saddenly asked to accept the cditorship of 
m® weekly newspaper, he soon became as competent in turning o 
excellent leading articles as in writing a learned Dictionary of 


Kuropean Literature. Though the one was duty amd the other choic: 


he was no less earnest and assidrous, even in spite of the required 
rapidity and frequency of production, in the one case than in thy 
other. No slipshod work ever left his pen. Ile was very widel 
read, and had a powerful memory.: All that he knew was at his 


immediate command, and things connceted themselves together in hi 
ina remarkable way. His many magazine articles this very 
there are two over his siguatur ranging as they do over @ very Wicd 
tielkd, are fullof literary allusions and reminiscences. The main subje 
may be some one definite thing, but the number of lilustrations whis 
are made to throw light upon orto contrast with if, are sometimes almos!

Luropean literature was, I suppose, Magnus’s niain subject and 
interest, but he was not his mother's and father's son for nothing. He 
was deeply interested in Jewish affairs and in Judaism and, though not «a 
llebrew scholar, he had read a good deal of Jewish history, and his insigh 
and trained intelligence enabled him to deal with Jew.sh questions and 
Jewish subjects witha vividness, an ingenuity and an all-round comprehen 
siveness which more professional, but more limited, scholars may we!! 
have envied. His main work in this field was the book called “ The Jews 
in the Christian Era and their Contribution to its Civilisation.” 1 think 
it iS Safe to say that no other Lngl shman, whether Jew or Christian. 
could have produced this volume, because no other man was possessed of 
the same combination of cifts and knowledge. 

Magnus was a tine English.Jew, ora tine Jewish Englishman. The 
combination meant much to him, and he expressed it in his own life am! 
cWaracter. His position in Jewish matters was somewhat special, anid 
peculiar to himself. He stood firmly in the centre. He disliked any 
adjectives being added to the substantives. Judaism and Jew, he 
used to say to me, were enough for him. He was neither a liberal Jew 
nor an orthodox Jew; his Judaism, though he was brought up in the 
teform Synagogue, was ever a loyal member of it, and served upon its 
Council of Management, required, and even brooked, no qualifications. We 
used sometimes to argue about it, both on‘paper and verbally : lLused to say 
that his position was logically untenable, and he used to make some power- 
ful hits against mine. But whether logical or no, this “central” position 
often made him see good all round; he could feel sympathy with many 
shades of liberalism and with many shades of orthodoxy, just as,in the 
other great subject which divides us Jews he was also very appreciative 
and understanding, and could d’scover many points of sympathy with the 
Zionists, and some, too, even with die-hard anti-Zionists such as myself. 
\s a Jew, he did not find any expression of the Jewish heart or min 
alien to himself. As a Jew, his religious faith had room for kindly an: 
even affectionate regard for all manifestations of Judaism. 

His sudden and premature death is a great loss to us. It woulkd be 
unbecoming to allude to those to whom the loss is irreparable. Not least, 
one thinks of his venerable and sorely tried father, and one is silent. 


THE LATE Rey. GATCHELL ISAACS. 


MEMORIAL SERVICE. 

A Service in memory of the late Rev, Gatchell Isaacs was held Jast 
sunday at the South Hackney Synagogue. There was a very large con 
gregation which included Dayan Dr. A. Feldman and a number of 
Metropolitan Jewish Ministers. The service was conducted by Rabbi 1. 
Rabinowitz and the Rev. 8S. Blachman, assisted by the choir of the 
Synagogue under the direction of Mr. I. Russ. After the reading of the 
Mincha Service and Psalm 16, Rabbi L. Rabinowitz delivered an address 
in the course of which he said that the Rev. Gatchell Isaacs had served 
that congregation for nearly half-a century. Although untrained for the 
Ministry he was attracted to the work of planting a vineyard im what was 
then arid and untilled soil. He (Rabbi Rabinowitz) who had succeeded 
Mr. Isaacs as Minister to that congregation, saw enough of the work that 
he had done to see how nobly and with what uprightness of heart and 
with what sacrifice and devotion he carried out his duties. The preacher 
spoke of Mr. Isaacs’ work in the religion classes and in civie circles, where 
he made the name of Jew honoured and respected. Although he could 
have enjoyed full leisure after his retirement, an irresistible call of God 
called him back. He carried on his work of visitation to the hospitals and 
prisons. When he had discortinued that work, he turned his attention to 
anewly formed Congregation on the outskirts of London. He died as he 
had wished, in harness, in the service of God, actually taking part in a 
service. Although he had been told not to preach, his feeling in regard 
to their persecuted brethren was such that he felt impelled to give 
utterance to his thoughts. They would cherish the memory of one who 
had toiled in the vineyard of God. The Rev. 8. Blachman recited the 
Fl Molé Rachamim and the service ended with the reading of Alenu, 
Kaddish and the singing of Yigdal to the tune of the Penitential Days. 


The death is announced, at the age of fifty, of Dr. M. ScHWRIG, the 
founder and, since iis inception, Secretary-General of the Bucharest 
Jewish Community and the Federation of Jewish Communities in Old 


Rumania, and since 1906 Editor of the CURIERUL ISRAEBLIT, the organ of 


the Union of Rumanian Jews, which he founded.

Will It Last ? 


AS Hitlerism come’to stay? That is the anxious question for 

millions of Jews—and for millions who are not Jews. Does 
Hitlerism harbour within itself the seeds of decay, and will it 
collapse from its own inherent rottenness? Meny, impressed bj 
the feebleness of the resistance offered to it, and by the dictatorship 
of the streets exercised by the moh.of. slouching, callow youths called 
Storm Troopers, are‘in bleak despair. To them, the system 
impregnable for its stipulated four vears at least. There is some- 
thing significant about the figure “ four.’ Von Papen, too, who 
preceded the Nazis, declared that he intended his Cabinet to remain 
in office for four vears.

It stayed for little more than four months 
certainly not for one year! Political prophecy is dangerous! 


Let us glance at some of the factors in the present dismal situation. 


He has Hitler risen to power? By force of 

Emphatically not! Hitlerism is the child of anger and 
dejection, disowned by the majority of the German people. Take 
away its Nationalist allies, now almost at open war with it, and ii 
stands revealed as naked usurpation. 


reason 


lt is the creature of a mood. 
the ugly misshapen product of deception. Hitler found a distracted 
Germany, humbled by defeat, burning for rehabilitation, racked by 
political strife, drifting under a Democratic leadership which did 
not lead. disillusioned by realities, and sunk. in large part, in direst 
poverty. . He played upon the feelings of.distress. He lumped the 
discontented together into a motley and heterogeneous host, without 
an object in common—the anti-Republicanism of the reactionaries. 
the anti-Socialism of the rich, the militarism of. the Army, the 
plysical and spiritual hunger of the workers. He presented them 
with a scapegoat in the shape of the Jew and worked upon their 
ignorant passions. And he led his ramshackle army to the assault 
of the feeble Republican fortress, which fell without striking a blow. 
To many, power seemed to have come where before was weakness, 
and the country had found a leader—THe LeaperR. as Hitler is 
ecstatically hailed’ 

S this power really durable—a power which rests on hatred. fraud, 

and cynical and wholesale promises’ Nazi stomachs cannot be fed, 
for ever.on the East wind of tawdry rhetoric and theatrical Mav Day 
demonstrations. The people needs “bread.” as well as ~ circuses.’ 
But Hitlerism has no policy to offer. save the pampering of the 
peasants at the expense of others. This will not restore the 
shattered middle-class, or put money into the pockets of the town. 
workers, or enable either section fo buy the peasant’s produce at 
prices inflated by prohibitive duties. Nor will the suppression of 
Jewish businesses revive enterprise. or the slowing down of the 
administrative machine, through the placing of Nazi incompetents at 
its head, assist the country to cope with domestic economic difficulties, 
let alone to overcome the world-wide slump which is at the bottom of 
that German poverty which has given Hitlerhis multitude of recruits 
and swept him into office.

The German people, as Mowrer tells us, came out of the revolution 
in a great wave of democratic enthusiasm. No more war—the 
sinister work of an ancient ruling class, now gone for ever! The 
belief in a new social and political order took on an almost religious 
fervour. A new and better society, and a fairer State, was the task 
of the hour. It would incorporate a measure of justice and mercy 
and wisdom such as had never been seen on earth before. A 
new generation had arisen, not conservative and patriotic, like the 
old, but radical and pacifist ... . And then came Hitler, and the 
just’ and “ merciful” State vanished over-night—replaced by the 
Germany of black reaction and the tortured Jew. May not the pro- 
cess of change be repeated under the impulse of revulsion, or of the 


disillusionment born of realities? Will the “hospitality to novelty ”

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show itself again, and the “ flight to extremes,” too—the extremes 
of Liberalism and the modern mentality ? 


A GAlNst such a backward swing Hitler will fight, supported by 

the army of men he has installed in office, and the crowd of 
hungry sycophants who derive their living from employment on 
the Nazi machine. He may hazard the desperate gambler’s throw 
and provoke a war—Heaven knows, there is no lack of opportunity. 
The Nazi stomach is not revolted by blood, and we could expect 
nothing better from the widespread war-propaganda fostered by 
such teaching as that man is a carnivorous animal, and that to 
such beasts eternal peace would be intolerable boredom. But if 
Hitler does plunge into war, he may be drowned in the blood 
bath of his own filling, though German Jewry may be 
in the process. In any case, there are, at least, possibilities 
that he will not get the chance. The Nationalist leaders. who 
made a monumental. political miscalculation when they allied 
themselves with the Nazis, and have since discovered the folly of 
“ going for a ride on a tiger.’ are now fretting under defeat. The 
despise Hitler as a demagogue and a parvenu. They hate his parts

Books and Bookmen. 


‘* Judaism at Bay © (Bloch Publishing Co., New York). 


In this volume of essays, mostly reprinted from American Jewish 
periodicals, Dr. Horace M. Kali n seexs, as his sub-title indicates, to find 
an adjustment between Judaism and moderuity. Itis aun ancient task 
which not even Maimonides was the first to attempt. He covers a wide 
field and speaks not from a narrow dogmatic point of view but rather 
Judaism,”* he says, 
“if it isto be understood impartial y and objective ly, must be understood 
as literally a complex phase of the /:fe of the Jewish people.”’ 

He is indeed critical of formule which in their crude phrasmology 
fail to represent the underlying ideas. Thus he boldly says: ** We shoul 
simply be amused by a group of Democrats who intoned ‘ Hear O 
Americans, the President of the United States is One,’ yet we solemnly 
and ridiculously continue to repeat the * Hear O Israel, Yaweh our God is 
Oiie!’’’ Ina striking phrase he expresses the evolutionary idea of Judaism: 
“Living Judaism is, after all, the thoughts of living Jews about them 
selves, their brethren, their neighbours and their life and destiny in tho 
world. As Jews think, so Judaism is.” 

Dr. Kallen sees no hope for survival in what he calls “a Judaism by 
proxy,” and he declares that Zionism alone “can turn Judaism by proxy 
into Judaism by practice.” Many of the problems with which he deals 
are native to American Jewry, but much of what he Says regarding those 
problems is capable of a wider application. He comments sadly but 
cogently on the fissiparous tendencies which manifest themselves in the 
United States as elsewhere. “ Thereis creat activity but no action; great 
ferment but no fertility,” he says. “ There is no singleness of purpose and 
no consensus concerning methods.” This criticism might be passed on 
Anglo-.ewry with equal force. 

The keynote of these essays is the insistence onthe necessity of 
reintegrating Judaism with ** Jewishness.” Manv of them were written 
years ago but the preblems remain. “Not a single issue here taken up,” 
Dr. Kallen writes,

Money-chingers, jewellery merchants, men of dubious occupations, all of them 
obviously of Semitic blood, crowded the highwaya of Denikin’s city.”’ 

“That the Jews in Rostov were a baneful element to Denikin was abundant! s 
true. They appeared to me to be a contemptible people.’”’ 

Mr. H dgson even denies the outrages of which our Joint Foreign 
Committee collected so much evidence. 

The reader who has followed events in Russia cannot help gaining the 
impression that the book is full of inaccuracies, obsolete, and utter!) 
unfair to the Jews.

PASTRY-MAKING is not difficult as so many housewives imagine. But 
it needs care and practice, and the following details must be observed to 
secure success. 

All utensils as well as the hands must be cold and drv. 

Never handle pastry more than is absolutely ess¢ ntial. 

Use a marble slab or enamel-topped table in preference to a wooden 
pastry board, and roll as lightly as possible. 
with flour before rolling out the pastry. 

The less liquid and the more fat in short crust the shorter it will be. 

Never stretch pastry when covering a dish, or it will shrink when 
baking. 

Make an opening in the centre of pies or tarts to allow th 
to escape.

It is truly ironic that at a time when 
asylum is refused in England to the German Jewish refugees on the 
vround that a Jewish National Home is being developed in Palestine 
by that Mandatory and ‘can absorb thé victims of a sivage 
medievalism, the authorities of the Mandated territory itself should 
adopt that “ niggardliness”’ that Sir John Simon recently asstired 
Parliament would not be practised. 

With all the opportunities for labour that now exist in the 
country, with the real need for working hands that was shown 
recently when schoolboys and schoolgirlsin secondary institutions had 
to be drafted to Jewish farms, with a condition of prosperity that 
is not rivalled elsewhere in the world, it seems incredible that a 
Giovernment can view these and many other factors with such 
shortsightedness. The “economic capacity for absorption” of this 
country has never been so elastic and, unless political considera- 
tions are involved—which has been denied in authoritative circles 
—there is room here for more that the 15,000 immigrants sought. 

Even with the 5,500 certiticates offered, there are reservations. 
First of all, 1000 permits are to be used exclusively for German 
Jews; secondly, 850 are to be set aside for tourists who wish to 
remain in the country. That means that only 3,650 permits are to 
be granted, theoretically speaking, to other countries, for the period 
of the next six months. Moreover, the High Commissioner has 
promised “to regard favourably ” the applications for admission of 
artisans (presumably German-Jewish) with capital of £P.250 and 
over each. Repeated demands to reduce the amount required to 
£P.150 have not been successful. 

It seems incredible that the Palestine Government should set 
itself against the opinionexpressed in the British House of Parliament, 
that Palestine, failing England, should offer a sanctuary to German 
Jews suffering from Hitlerite oppressions. One local newspaper

Bogey of “Illegal Immigration.” 


TROUBLING THE TOURISTS. 
our Corre spond nt.— JERUSALEM. 

The rigid attitude of the Palestine Department of Imimigration 
apd Travel has caused much heart-burning here within the current 
month. In addition to the twenty-three tourists who were kept in 
prison for three weeks and then manacled when brought before the 
High Court on a “habeas corpus’’ writ applied for on their behalf, 
there were 123 tourists out of a group of 323 Rumanian Jews who 
were refused admission on the Seder Eve and for whom the utmost 
efforts by all sorts of organisations were unavailing. The Director 
of Immigration was adamant; quite naturally he was backed up by 
the High Commissioner, who would hardly over-rule the decision of 
«a subordinate for fear of creating a precedent ; and the 1253 men and 
women were debarred. from visiting Palestine, although at first it 
was agreed to accept £100 bonds per head for their bona fide 
behaviour in leaving the country at the end of their tour. 

It seems as though the Department of Immigration is scared of 
the bogey of illegal immigration. Acertain amount of sympathetic 
consideration would be far more to the point than this ceaseless 
badgering of tourists who have come here legitimately to spend 
their money in seeing the country. The evil effects of the propaganda 
that must be spread by returning tourists, or repatriates, is only too 
obvious, and will harm Palestine in the long run far more than can 
now be foreseen. 

In this connection I might mention that the crippled seamstress 
of Roumania, whose plight was made the subject of a story in the 
JEWISH WORLD some weeks ago, has at long last been allowed to 
enter Palestine permanently. She had wandered to Marseilles after 
having been saved from the sea at Beirut when she tried to drown 
herself because of the disappointment of haying been debarred from 
Eretz Yisrael. Her benefactors, a social welfare organisation in 
Marseilles, if is said, could hardly believe her story was true, so 
hard-hearted did Palestinian local officials seem to them when she 
recounted her experiences. But it is good to know that hers is one 
case, at least, that will have a happy ending.

REAFFIRMING DEMOCRATIC PRINCIPLES. 

A meeting of the Central Committee of Union of Zionist Revisionists

' 9% The Central Committee express their strong disapproval of the uncon- 
stitutional action of Mr. Jabotinsky which undermines the democratic principles 
of the Revisionist Organisation. 

$. The Central Committee express their full confidence in the legally 
clected Executive and do not recognise any other authority in the Movement, 
which has not the consent of the Executive. 

4. The Central Committee decide not to participate in the plebiscite 


declared by Mr. Jabotinsky and consider it to be an illegal act bound to obscure 
the Issne, 


5. The Central Committee call upon the Executive to convene a World 
Conference of the Union as soon as possible. 

6. The Central Committee find it imperative that this World Conference 
should consider the Calais Agreement with a view to its abolition. 
7. The Central Committee call upon the Central Bureau of the Sonderver- 
band t> start immediately a pre-election campaiga for the tath Zionist Convsuns.

From Mr. ADOLPH MYERS. 
To the Editor of Tart JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sirn,—I have felt it my duty to do what no Keren Hayesod 
delegate has done before me—to abandon a tour on behalf of the 
Fund a long way before its completion. Although in the interests 
of the Zionist Movement it should, I suppose, have been equally my 
duty te make public the reasons for my resignation, loyalty to the 
Fund might have restrained me from going so far were it not for 
Watchman’'s article on “ Palestine and Private Enterprise,” and the 
letter it provoked from the pen of Professor Samson Wright. 

It would hardly seem necessary, in these days of economic confusion 
and disorganisation, arising from the free play of private self-interest, to 
point ont the danger of relying too exclusively on that motive for the 
upbuilding of the National Home, As a resuit of the economic disruption 
of the world, and of the wave of anti-Semitism it has brought in its train. 
some Jews have been converted to * Zionism’ and have suddenly dis 
covered, with an eve on the remnant of their fortunes, a love for the ancient 
‘**Homeland.” They are coming to Palestine where, unchecked and 
uncontrolled by national capital, they will reprodu © the very same con 
ditions, the very same system, whose collapse caused their ruin, Is this 
to be the fate of a National Home fotinded in the hope and belief that it 
would serve as a model of justice and order to the world” 

There are reserves of wealth and devotion that have not yet been 
tapped, and farther reserves could be created: and neither of these two 
things is being dione, or will be done, so long as the present short-sighted 
policy is pursued. After four months’ work as Keren Hayesod emissary, 
| can safely say that the income of the Keren Hayesod is at present 
derived chiefly from personal regard for canvassers, from flattery, from 


hypocrisy, from appeals to social vanity or religious superstition, from the 
exploitation of charitable instincts, from fears awakened by the bogey of 
anti-Semitism and a tiny, tiny fraction from. true national sentiment 

Those who would protest against this view I would warn not to go by the 
speeches delivered from public platforms. If they.wish to know what 
really happens when contributions are made, they must follow the 
delegate or his voluntary workers into the home and the counting 
house. My expericnces, the anguish of heart and mind through which 
I passed, have made me realise that we have been, pursuing a course th 
this matter of the Keren Hayesod possessing the sanction neither of 
logic nor morality. If the Zionist leaders believe in the all-sufliciency 
of private enterprise they should dispense entirely with the Keren 
Hayesod rather than allow its methods to bring the movement into 
disrepute, in private if not in public, or content themselves with sums 
freely offered out of such national sentiment as exists., If they realise 
the necessity for public control, they should immediately take steps to 
strengthen that national sentiment, whatever the cost, so that the offerings 
may become sufficient. 

As a result of the “tactics” which I adopted for the first part of my 
tour here in India, I have succeeded in gathering about me a small group 
of younger Zionists prepared to make the last sacrifice for the sake of the 
cause. Stripping themselves of their possessions they have placed all 
their capital and their moral, intellectual and artistic resources at my 
disposal, The sum itself is far larger than all I could colleet for the 
Keren Hayesod from the wealthy families of India, including the Sassoons 
and Ezras.; the moral, intellectual and artistic resources are of a high 
order now, and will become still more valuable when developed by 
constant study, training and seclf-development, 

We started out as pioneers: our object was to do for the soul of 
the Jewish people what the Chalutzim have done for the soil of Palestine 
~~make it fertile. We thought at first that we could do as ordinary 
conventional citizens what the fanatics on the Kvutzot did for the Kmek. 
We found that we could not; the old ties and inhibitions were too strong. 
We abandoned our jobs, and organised ourselves into a communal group, 
a kvutzah, for security as well as for freedom, to drain malarious swamps 
of mistrust and suspicion; to irrigate barren deserts of ignorance and 
apathy, to plough—with the plough of honesty and sincerity~—-through the 
thickly encrusted hide of materialism and selfishness ; to sow the seed of 
the national ideal; to reap—all in good time—much money, and clean 
money, for the national funds. 

A minimum of manual labour, in the shape of domestic handicrafts or 
simple productive processes, will provide us with the bare necessities of 
life, shared equally ; we will study and teach— without pay ; our home 
has been chosen and adapted to become a centre for the Jewish youth of 
the community ; we shall show “that Jewish religion is and for ever must 
remain national and that Jewish nationalism is and for ever must be 
religious”; that communal charities need not conflict with national 
duty. . « » Released from the incumbus of personal ambitions and 
desires, what can we notdo’ .. . 

We have established an order. It is called the “ Herzlian-Brother- 
hood-Achduth Ha’am.” We desire the Herzlian ideal, but we desire it 
only as reached and inspired by the teaching and philosophy of Achad 
Ha’am, reached, ultimately, through the spiritual and moral regeneration 
of the Jewish people, inspired by the Messianic belief--From Zion shall 
go forth Torah. Soon there will be other colonies, first in Palestine, our 
centre and training school, then in Europe, America, South Africa. . . 
Through the colonies of the brotherhood, through the labours of these 
self-dedicated “ missionaries,” centrally organised and directed, we aim to 
achieve, in the course of time, what none before us has achieved—the 
Unity of the Nation. ‘ Zionist” may mean anything. “ Chalutz-Gatut 
can mean but one thing—utter devotion, utter self-sacrifice, not for 
Palestine alone, but for Zionism,

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
his Survey of International Affairs for 1961, Professoi 
\rnold Toynbee points out that, for the tirst time for over 200 years, 


masses of men in Europe were thinking in terms of apocalypse. 
The end of the world was coming, and there were sigos and portents 
everywhere of dissolution. Not since Sabbatat Zevi was proclaiming 
himself the Messiah, and inthe East and West men looked for the last 
judgment in the mystical year 1666, have there been stich expecta 
tions. For the Jewish people the year 1933 bids fair to be a year of 
still harder trial than 1931. The attempt to destroy the Jewish 
community of Germany, settled in some parts of the country nearly 
two thousand years—an attempt which follows the destruction of 
the Jewish spiritual centre in Russia-—is the gravest peril which 
Jewry has suffered since the expulsion from Spain at the end of the 
fifteenth century. And what are the Jewish people doing in face o1 
this trial? They are holding many meetings of protest themselves, 
and promoting the holding of meetings by others ; 
arrangements for the reception of the refugees from Germany ; 
some of them are boycotting German goods. That is a natural, if 
not ahelpful, reaction ; and meetings addressed by leaders of English 
opinion may have some effect on German opinion. For the most 
part, however, all that activity is but an outlet for the emotions of 
the protestors. Certainly it has not strengthened Judaism and has 
nos helped the Jewish people. The shock has mot yet produced that 
deeper stirring of the heart which is necessary, if the people is to 
emerge the stronger from the ordeal. 

When the Jewish life in. Palestine was broken up in the 
fifth century of the Christian era the Jews established a new centre 
in Babylon; when the centre in Babylon was destroyed by the 
Mongol invasion in the twelfth century they formed a new hearth 
for their spirit in Spain, and when \the expulsion from Spain 
destroyed the Community which had been the pride of the seattered 
Jewish people ,they sought new havens of the spirit in Italy and in 
Turkey. To-day they have to tind a fresh rallying place to take the 
place of those which are being destroyed in Russia andin Germany.

The new centre is indeed being built before our eyes in the Jewish 
National Home, but to make it respond to the new needs requires 
concentration of purpose and a material sacrifice far greater than 
has yet been shown.

The Jewish task is both easier and 
We have not to make a home for great masses: but on the 
other hand our refugees are not a hardy, dispossessed peasantry ready 
al once to resume their old vocation; and we have not an empty 
country in which to place them. In Palestine we have always to 
provide that an increased immigration of Jews shall not mean any 
ilispossession of the Arab, and shall bring a benefit to the people 
among whom the Jews are settled. 

The task, however, though difficult, is manageable if the Jewish 
people have the will. In the year 1925-26, without the stimulus of 
w great crisis, if was possible to bring into Palestine over 30.000 
Jews. We shall be blind to the most obvious facts if we do not 
recognise that the Jewish position in Central and Eastern Europe is 
being undermined and, what is still more important, the strength of 
Judaism is undermined in the West. Jews live, indeed, free from 
external oppression in Western Europe and in America; but how 
feeble and lacking in inspiration is their Judaism! In Palestine 
only do the Jews to-day seem able to develop their spiritual. ideas. 
It may be objected that in Palestine also you will find a large part 
of the Jewish population irreligious. But nobody who has been in 
that land can fail to be sensitive of the spiritual and intellectual 
movement among the people. Sooner or later a religious quickening 
will come out of that movement which will revivify Judaism 
throughout the world. The census of Palestine, of which the report 
lms just been issued by the Government, records that in the last 
nine years 2,300 books and pamphlets in Hebrew have issued from 
the presses of that little country. And that for a population of less 
than 200,000 Jews! The mere quantity is impressive. 

If we are to rise to the needs of the occasion the whole people 
must have the conviction that Palestine shall be the home of the 
Jewish spirit which is being exiled from Germany and Russia. The 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem must be expanded so as to receive 
some of the outstanding men of scholarly and scientific genius, whom 
the German Government are driving out. The Technicum at Haifa 
must take in a number of the Jewish students excluded from the 
colleges of Germany. The schools of Palestine must be st rengthened

Epstein at His Best. 


And the oe: at Its Worst. 


Jacob Epstein, who (let us be thankful) chose Kngland and 
not Germany as his home, shows twenty-nine works in his latest 
exhibition at the Leicester Galleries. Twenty-two of these have 
been accomplished in the last couple of years, a truly amazing 
output, for the greatest care has obviously been lavished on each. 
‘Though he is among the most prolific of s ilptors, Epstein has not 
yet given to the public a single careless or casual piece of work; and 
this exhibition, as much as any previous one, shows his great sense 
of responsibility to his art. 

The most important work in this exhibition is the enormous 
“Primeval Gods” carved out of one single block of Hopton Wood 
stone and weighing four tons. It represents a delicate arabesque 
of a male and a female child within a rectangular frame made by 
the huge shoulders and arms of a man. The ideal value of 
this conception is not the critic’s concern; as sculpture, though 
it must of course be seen again and again, it brings immediate 
and compelling satisfaction. It is perfectly balanced and 
achieves unity in spite of the contrast between the 
and swirling rhythm of the arabesque and the massiveness 
and motionless simplicity of the frame. The carving has been 
beautifully done, and though I am one of those who consider Epstein 
a greater modeller than carver, I think “ Primeval Gods" represents 
nw big advance in craftsmanship and shows an increasing ability to 
deal with the colossal difficulties, both ideal and material. of this 
kind of work. On the reverse side of the block is “The Sun God, 
which by somé miracle of modesty the sculptor has kept to himself 
for twenty years. This is as simple as “ Primeval Gods” is complex; 
one figure standing with feet apart and arms. outstretched. The 
formalising is direct and obvious. There is no mystery here. no 
problem, no “What is he getting at?” Not even, “Why did 
he do so-and-so?” The effect is instantaneous and thrilling. 
For here is that rare thing in-contemporary art, a statement 
that is neither sophisticated nor naive, an acceptance of life, com. 
pletely unsentimental. There is nothing overpowering about it, it 
makes you want to laugh and sing, and can be guaranteed to cure 
any sick headache. 

There are two other new carvings in the exhibition, both of 
which show the influence of Henry Moore. “Chimera” is beauti 
fully carved in alabister. “Elemental Figure.” in Hopton Wood 
stone, attempts the difficult task of reconciling tension and repose. 
As pure sculpture it is a complete success, for the balance is flaw- 
less, yet it fails to achieve the serenity which its form would other- 
wise give it, by the fact that the sculptor has used a human figure 
that is tense both physically and emotionally. Three early carvings 
are also on view, the exquisite marble “Doves” of 1913, and two 
very jolly flenite carvings of the same year. No. 20 isa grand bit of 
light-hearted fun. 

When we turn to the bronzes let us look first of all at the happy 
” Kathleen Laughing,” and next to her the quietly triumphant 
“ Oriel.” “Jeunesse” is happy in a heartier way; it is the gamin 
spirit growing up. Here the sculptor has achieved exuberance 
without any sense of conscious. striving or over-emphasis. 
Then we come to “Isobel” (No. 9) which one is inclined to 
rate as Epstein’s greatest achievement in the baroque. Notice 
the long pillar of the neck enclosed by rococo earrings and 
flowing hair, the spacious grandeur of the breasts and the pyramidal 
use of the amazingly vital arms and hands. Yet the grand manner 
of the conception and execution has resulted in no loss of delicacy 
and subtlety. Look for instance at the frieze of the shawl on her 
back. Another example of utterly charming pattern-work like this 
frieze can be seen in the flowers and leaves on the muslin 
frock of “ Kathleen” (No. 12). Placed in between these two is the 
classical simplicity of “Ahmed,’ and further on is “ Lydia,” a 
negress, the very embodiment of calm. Here is complete relaxa- 
tion and utter loveliness. Next to it is the calculated artificiality 
of “ Sonja,” as far apart as Mayfair is from Barbados. But one 
has long ago come to the conclusion that there is nothing that 
Epstein cannot do with bronze. There are, however, other artists 
to-day, working in other media, who seem to have very few 
technical difficulties. Epstein is almost unique in that, allied to 
his rare ability, he has the perhaps more valuable qualities of 
vitality, grandeur and integrity. .

Jewish Artists at Burlington House. 


This year’s Academy has achieved what one considered itapossible. 
It is worse than ever. There may never have been a time when the 
telection Committee demanded a high wsthetic standard, but until quite 
recently they seemed to demand a certain technical efficiency. The last 
two or three years have indicated that they can no longer make even this 
claim to grace, a claim which (let it be admitte 1) is not without value in 
a transitional period when so many standards are going by the board. 
This year there are probably more really bad pictures and fewer really 
good ones than ever. 

There are singularly few Jewish artists. From last year’s exhibitors 
Ethel Q. Henriques, I. M. Cohen, Sir Wm. Rothenstein, Raphael 
Nelson, H. D'Arcy Hart, Alfred A. Wolmark, Cecilia Engel, Mabel Green- 
berg, Philip Naviasky, Amy Joseph, Nina Orloff, Marie Salaman and Louis 

. Rosenberg are all absent. 

In Room I we have Flora Lion's “ Harmony in Blue” (No. 42). This, 
like the same painter's “ Charlotte Greenwood (Mrs. Martin Broones) ” 
(No. 411) is badly drawn, badly modelled and badly painted. Both these 
portraits, in fact, show a coarseness of feeling and execution and a 
slovenly avoidance of difficulties. Also in Room I is “ Mrs. Ronald 
Armstrong-Jones” by H. M. Jonas (No. 57). This flamboyant portrait would, 
I think, have been best treated entirely asa baroque decoration in the flat, 
In fact the painter has slipped between the second and third dimension ; 
the right arm, for example, has no relationship to the rest of the body. 
Not till Gallery IX do we find another Jewish painting, and this is Hal 


Woolf's “ Salcombe ” (No, 452), a pleasant little landscape rather spoilt by 
the fact that the artist appears to have cut his squares into the panel, 
The foreground, moreover, is insufficiently related to the background, 
the hills in which are not convincing. Arthur Friedenson's <A Dorset 
Landscape” (No. 461) is a competent panorama. “ September” 
(No. 519) is more than competent. It shows a lovely sense of 
lighting, and the section of haystack on the right is well placed. 
“The White Houses’’ (No. 467) by Cyril Lavenste.n would probably 
make a good wood-cut. It is well-drawn, but the colour is too obviously 
superimposed, nor is the artist's colour-sense happy. wilight (No. 540) 
also gives the unfortunate impression that it is in a wrong medium. This, 
one feels, should be an aquatint. It is, moreover, too detailed. Isidore 
Spiclman's “Still Life” (No, 532) is unimaginative amd inswfliciontly 
realised. Evelyn Abelson gives us in No, 546“ Piccadilly Cirens gone all 
Sickert, and reveals a delicate charm of her own in “ Honfleur”. (No 
550). In Gallery X Eunice Simeon shows “Hechtia Argentea,” a 
pleasant pie -e, nicely composed and sensitively painted, “Smith Street, 
Chelsea” (No. 667) is a friendly and amusing bit of work. Hl. 
Amshewitz’ “ My Mother” (No. 659) has been previously reviewed in these 
columns, and so has Ludwig Blum's Mosque of Omar, Jerusalem” 
(No. 641).. In Room XI. Charles Oppenheimer’s “ nirkcudbright under 
Snow” (No. 668) is competent, if characteriess. Lily Delissa Joseph's 
“ Sec-saw " (No. 706) is an untidy bit of work, in which the difficulties 
scem to have been scamped. Mark Symons’ “ Firelight” (No. 710) is a 
satisfactory pattern, but“ Baby Anne's Breakfast” (No. 722) has less to 
recommend it. Clara Kliinghoffer’s excellent “The Old Troubadour” 
(No. 723) has been previous y reviewed. Donia Nachshen's ** Indian 
Legend” is skied, but it appears to be well composed and drawn and to 
have a charming rhythm. 

In the Sovth Kooms Cyril Lavenstein’s When the Tide's Out” (No. 
790) is a competent water-colour. There are three lively works by Lucien 
Simon (Nos. 822, 98l and 1,01 ) which show not merely skill in drawing 
horses but a good sense of bravura. Orovida has two splendid decorations 
(Nos. 879 and 892). “Flowers and Toys” (No. 908) is a competent work 
in tempera by A. Dorothy Cohen. Michael Rothenstein’s water-colour 
“The Window ” (No. 935) is disappointing: it is well drawn but might as 
well be in back and white iast vear's “ Night” led us, moreover, to 
expect something more important. On the screen there is a miniature of 
“The Artist's Mother” (No. 1,112), by Alfred Praga. Among the etchings 
“The Piper” (No. 1,291), by S. van Abbé, is excellent, It has character 
and strength. It is well placed dn the plate, the light is wel distributed, 
and the drawing is geod.

Place, Upper Beikeley Street, W.” (No. 1,353) and “ Nos, 26-30, New

“BLACK-SHIRTS” NOT ANTI-SEMITIC, 

“We do not indulge in any anti-Jewish propaganda. We are not 
allowed to do so, and if we did we should be expelled,” said one of the 
ceven young members of the British Union of Fascists of which Sir 
Oswalki Mosley is the head), who appeared at Mariborough Street Police 
Court on Monday morning as a‘result of scenes which occurred in the 
vicinity of Piccadilly Circus on Sunday night. A member of the firm of 
Solicitors for Sir Oswald M sley, Messsrs. J. D. Langton and Passmore, 
also dissociated himself from anything in the nature of anti-Semitism. 
Mr. Boyd was the magistrate and the defendants were represented by Mr. 
St. John Hutch nson, 

Police-Sergea Self, describing the scenes, said that at ten minutes 
rast ten on Sunday evening he was on duty in Coventry Street, when he 
caw the defendants with several others belonging to the black-shirts 
cclling a newspaper called THK BLACKSHIRT. There was a large crowd 
hostile towards them, some of whom shouted ** Down with the Nazis; 
down with the Hitlerites.” He found it imposstble to move the crowd on 
and he asked the defendants, with the others, to goaway. They dispersed 
in various directions. 

The Magistrate : You mean the crowd and the defendants ? 

Police-Sergeant Self: The Defendants. At the junction of Rupert 
Street and Coventry Street, four of the defendants were eventua. ly joined 
by one of the other defendants who saluted one another. Th re wasa 
short fight between three members of the Fasci-ti and two members of 
the crowd. Describing subsequent scenes, Sergeant Self said five of the 
defendants walked up Coventry Street and Wardour Street followed by a 
crowd, he should say, of about 1,000 people. Half way up Wardour 
Street he advised the:in-—the tive defendants—-to get away quickly as the 
stuation looked ugly. The crowd behind was shouting and booing. 
They quickened their pace and walked along Shaftesbury Avenuc 
and into Piccadilly Cireas, where they got on to the steps of the 
Eros Statue and were joined by two of the other defendants. Traffic 
was completely dislocated, and therefore he said to the seven, “ Quick 
march t» Vine Strect Police Station.” They readily obeyed h s directions, 
with the crowd still following. When charged and cautioned at the police 
station one of the defendants said, “I presume it better, at this stage, to 
reserve our defence.” The oth-r defendants made no reply. 

Replying to Mr. St. John Hutchinson, Sergeant Self agreed that the 
mon did everything they could to help him and everything he told them 
to do. 

Mr. St. John Hutchinson: I suppose you arreste | them for their own 
protection ?— Yes, Sir, undoubtedly, 

Mr. St. John Hutchinson: You could not ariest this crowd, so you 
arrested the seven ? —- Yes, Sir. 

Mr. St. John Hutchinson pleaded guilty to a technical offence. 

The Magistrate : It is obvious that by their costume and actions in 
eclling these paners they did collect this crowd and it seems to me you 
are pghtin taking thas course. 

Mr. St. John Hutchinson said the men had shown a great deal of 
restraint in very difficult circumstances and they did everything they 
co ila to obey law and order as personified by the Sergeant. One realised 
that the Sergeant was ina very difficult position and he thought that he 
had acted with great discretion. He could not arrest the large .crowd 
following them and the only way in which to get the defendants away 
was to take them to Vine Street Police station. 

“Last night,’’ added Mr. St. John Hutchinson, “was an occasion 
when a good many people would go to cinemas, and particularly people of 
the Jewish Faith, and at this moment many Jews have a very strong 
feeling against Fascists. That is probably what led to the incident, but 
thes> meu were not out to attack anyone, and they did everything they 
were told to do.”’ 

The defendants were discharged under the Probationary Offenders’ 
Act. 


Injunction Against Anti-Fascists, 
JEWISH LADS’ BRIGADE ACTION, 


Au interim injunction was granted on Monday by Mr. Justice Mae 
Kinnon, in the King’s Bench D. vision, on an ¢r-parte application by officers 
of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade against Mr. J. Levy and a Miss Green, 
described a3 Chairman and Secretary respectively of the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade Anti-Fascist Group. 

Mr. H. C. Leona (instructed by Messrs. Rubinstein, Nash and Co.) 
explained that tho Jewish Lads’ Brigade wae a non-political organisation 
and was opposed to the spreading of Communism or class-hatred amony 
its members. It was a charitable organisation. .On April 2/th the 
defendants hal caused circulars to be distr. buted outside the headquarters 
of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, calling upon members of the Brigade to rilly 
to the Hyde Park demonstration on May Ist. The circulars, said counse!, 
purported to have been issued by the Jewish Lads’ Brigade but they had 
been issucd without the authority or knowledge of that organisation. The 

officers of the Brigale maintained that s'atements in the circulars were 
highly defamatory of the Brigade and its members who were represeated 
in them to be urging class-hatre:t and pol tical agitation. 
Mr. Justice MacKinnon granted an interim injunction, restraining the 
defendants from continuing the circulation of the leaflets,

Influential Felicitations. 


Mr. Neville Laski’'s Warning. 

Although no concrete decisions were arrived at by the first 
Conference of the Joint British Committee for the Reconstruction 
of East European Jewry, more familiarly known as the Ort-Oze, it is 
certain that there will be an intensification of its work in this 
country as an outcome of Sunday's deliberations. 

Three points were particularly stressed: (1) the greater need Whic! 
has arisen as a result of recent events for securing far more financial an! 
moral support for the Moyement, whose obje cts are the promotion «| 
trades and agriculture among the Jews of Eastern Europe and the prese: 
vation of their health ; (2), that it is not charity work in the ordinary sens 
of the word; and (3), the vital importance of exploring every possible avenu: 
for building up the organisation in this country. 

Although there was not a very large attendance of delegates th: 
Conferonce was very impressive. Among those who attended! 
either the whole or part of the proceedings were Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C_. 
President of the Deputies and member of the Executive, Dr. A 
Singalowsky, of the Central Office of the Ort-oze in Berlin, and Lor. 
Mariey, Chairman of the Parliamentary Committee of the Ort and th: 
Socialist leader in the House of Lords, and delegates from the varion- 
provincial cities. 

A very large number of messages were received from (among others 
The Chief Rabbi (Dr. J. H. Hertz!, Lord Melchett, Lord Snell, Mr. Georg: 
Lansbury, Prof. 8. Brodetsky (for the Jewish Agency for Palestine , Dr. 
Salis Daiches, the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom (for the English Zionist Federa 
tion), Rabbi Dr. Mattuck, Mr. Dingle Foot, M.P., Major Nathan, M.P.., 
Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., the Hon. Lily Montagu (for the Union of 
Progressive Judaism) and the Rev. H. F. Reinhart (Minister of th: 
West London Synagogue). 

Professor Straus, head of the Jewish Hospital in Berlin, and Lord 
Rothschild avere unavoidably absent but sent their good wishes for th: 
the success of the Conference. 

In opening the proceedings and welcoming the delegates, Mr. LEON 
REES, Chairman of the Executive, said the Conference which formed a 
landmark in their history as faras the British section of the Ort-Oze was 
concerned had been called principally to consider how they could assis‘ 
their movement and what could be done to enlarge and intensify their 
activities. The work they were engaged in was that of self-help and not 
that of collecting money for charity. The Movement was one which 
ought to have the support of every Jew and Jewess in Great Britain 
becau-e the 8.0.8.’s which they received from the Central Committe 
in Berlin were such that they found-it imperative to broaden their 
appeal what they hal done until now had only touched the fringe. 

Mr. NEVILLE J. LASKI, K.C., expressed his great appreciation of 
the work which the Organisation was doing and his hope that it 
would receive the assistance which it merited. He desired to utter 
one word of warning however. The German question now loomed 
largest on the horizon of their endeavours and a Committee had been 
formed with Mr. Lionel de Rothschild and Mr. Anthony de Rothschild 
to deal with the co-ordination of efforts which were necessary to grappl» 
with the financial and ameliorative aspects of the situation. He though: 
they would find that it was necessary that their efforts should be co 
ordinated with the larger effort. It must necessarily be, so far as thei: 
effort was concerned, one of the facets of the larger effort just as ho 
conceived the Zionist effort must be a larger facet of that effort also. The 
special Committee which had been formed, an announcementof which was 
made in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE and THE TIMES, was ina iwebulous state - 
but its purpose was to put adefiuite end tothe sporadic, individual efforts 
which well-meaning but somewhat misguided people had been putting 
into being all over the Country. ‘' Tos many cooks spoil the broth,” said 
Mr. Laski, and the broth must be cooked by people who had the experienc 
and the sense of co-ordisation and discipline which were necessary so 
that the ceok might produce broth which was completely palatable to 
those who had to drink it. 

Mr. J. SCHWAB (Grand Treasurer of the B'nai B'rith), speaking in the 
absence of Mr. Gordon Liverman, wished the Ort-Oze every success. 

Mr. A. H. LEVY spoke of the Jewish Health Organisation, of which he 
is President and which is one of the aMiliated organisations of the Ort-Oz 

Lord MARLEY spoke of the work of the Ort in the United States, which 
he recently visited, and France from which he has also just returned. 
The Ort in America, he said, had made the fatal mistake of relying 
entirely on donations from a few rich people rather than many donations 
from a larg ‘ number of poor people. 

The Annual Report and Accounts were presented by Lieut.-Col. J. H. 
LEVEY, D.8.O., O.B.E., the Hon. Treasurer. Lieut-Col. Levey paid 
particuiar tribute to Mrs. Mowshowitch and Mr. 8. Y. Jacobi. He also 
referred to the good work which Lord Marley had done in visiting the 
different centres in this country. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, the Report and Balance-sheet were 
carried, after a discussion. 

During the afternoon session an address in German was delivered by 
Dr. A. Singalowsky on ‘The Jewish Struggle with Adversity in East 
Europe.’’ 

On the motion of Mr. Lionel Wolfe, seconded by Mr. Green, the 
present Executive was re-elected and four new members were co-opted.

Take whatever view we will of Civilization, should probably 
he correct in holding that one of the marks of Civilization is that it 
knows nothing of crueltv. Cruelty is a.sign of barbarism. - Your 
savage iscruel. Those who have read Mr. David Garnett’s latest 
novel will recall the vivid picture he paints of how a captive from 
another tribe was done to death by the womenfolk of his captors in 
the sight of the assembled tribe. Or recall the stories of the 
ravages of Attila and his Huns—how they destroved all before them 
with fire and sword, or how they rejoiced in heaping up the skulls 
of their enemies. Or recall the record of Alva in the Netherlands 
au story to make your blood run cold. All wars in the early histor, 
of Lurope were devilishly cruel. Has war changed its characte: 
in this respect? Is not cruelty one of the unavoidable concomitants 
of war, even in the twentieth century ° 

From this point of view all persecution, being cruel. is evidence 
of barbarism. In a really civilised. state of society, persecution 
whether of Jews or of heretics would be unthinkable ef itis not 
so long ago since the Churches burned those who wor shipped God in 
« fashion different from their-own. In our own age, political 
opponents are cruelly treated. 
Soviet Russia : 


Yesterday the scene was Italy 
to-day it is Germany, 

{ was recently reading an account of manners and morals in 
Germany throughout the ages, and the writer depicted the 
persecution of witches in that country. Witch burning was known 
all ever Europe ; but H flourished more extensively than elsewhere 
im Germany. Js it that the German peoples are more stupid than 
others, or are they more cruel? One would have thought that in the 
first third of the twentieth century, with all their vaunted Audtuy. 
Germans could not. possibly have sunk back into barbari 
savagery. We know that there must be in that country high 
minded men and women who deplore the treatment meted out bys 
the Nazis to their political opponents or to Jews. But the fact 
remains that there are Germans who engage in cruelties akin to 
those of Red Indians. 

The stories of to-day take you back as in a flash to the sixteenth. 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, to those of witch hunting in 
all their horror. It must be a.strange religious frame of mind which 
can conceive of the Devil with horns, hoofs and tail complete ; 
which can imagine that just as there are worshippers of God, so 
there must be worshippers of Satan. But the belief existed, and there 
arose the theory and practice of driving out devils—a doctrine 
which 1s supported in the pages of the New Testament. Having 
gone so far, men and women could easily believe that any extra. 


ordinary thing had some connection with devilrv. Wis a woman love. — Love suffereth long and is kind; love envieth not :: Lowe 
lovely to look upon? She wasa witch. Was she ugly? Of course. vaunteth not itself, is not puffed up, doth nol behave itself we :

responsible. Was he short in stature below the average ? of all this, and the reason is that Hitler's Germany is cruel? Cruelty : H 
Beware, he was a child of the evil one. The whole of life thus is a mark of barbarism. S 
became demonised. Accidents and acts of God were ascribed to 


the agency of the Devil—bad harvests, floods, plagues, cattle 
disease. Some were believed to have made pacts with the devil, 
The conception of the Witch and of Witches’ Sabbaths troubled the 
imagination of common people. The lurid and disgusting details of 
a Witches’ Sabbath must have been generated in the mind of one or 
other human being. One author, a cleric, outdoes his predecessors 
in the ugliness of the details. Once the populace believed in the 
devilish meetings, the next step was to ferret out those who 
attended them—on their broomsticks, of course. In 1484 Pope 
Innocent VIII issued a Bull establishing the Inquisition in Germany 
for the special purpose of hunting witches. Inquisitors were 
appointed and soon there sprang up an army of judges, court 
functionaries, examiners, jailors, torturers and executioners. Even 
if we admit that the intention in this nefarious business was 
originally religious, there is no doubt whatever that before long 
this machinery of cruelty continued because it afforded gain to 
those who worked it. A golden era opened for all those connected 
with the Inquisition. ‘The property of each victim fell as to two- 
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certainly a marked woman; her levity was evidence of her com. 
merce with the Devil. If you believed in witches, you were suspect. 


process of examination. Only few escaped. One of the aims of the 
inquisitors Wiis to discover: “accomplices,” and thes did discover 
them. Accordingly. one witch hunt was usually productive of a 
score of others. 

Reading the loathsome, cruel story, the modern reader asks 
oneself; Was all-this cruelty possible? But why marvel? Read 
the cruelties practised in our own time in Italy, in Soviet Russia, in 
Germany; and you must conclude that, despite Christian teaching, 
cruelty has not vet been completely eradicated from the human 
heart. and Europe cannot vet claim to be civilised. 

One class of victim has experiences this cruelty mast of all 
the Jews. The cruelties practised upon Jews in Germany to-day 
are a blot on civilisation. It is really no exaggeration to say thal 
Giermany las gone mad. Think of it! The people that taught men 
to love their neighbour as themselves have to suffer the hate ol 
their neighbours, Hitler to-day is preaching hate and cruelty, and 
must thus be written down a barbarian, he and all those who 
support him. It is a strange fact that scarcely a single German 
voice has been raised in condemnation _of German cruelts 
Witch burning, heresy hunting and Jew baiting blacken the records 
of Christian Europe. ° Whatever we may say of the Jews to their 
disadvantage, it is impossible to suggest that they were cruel. The 
Jew throughout the last twenty centuries has preached and practised 
kindness—from man to man, from nation to nation, even to the 
dumb animals. ‘To-day in Germany his reward is the prohibition of 
Shechita, admittedly the humanest method of slaughtering, The 
Jew has always. stood for good neighbourliness. He has his 
faults—-as other people have theirs. But he is not cruel. “An 
eve for on eve and a tooth for a tooth” was never actualls 
nforced in the Jewtsh Commonwealth... The execation ofa murdere: 
was a rare incident in Jewish life. But kindness to every neighbour 

that was universal where Jews lived. © Christianity has certainls 
done much to eradicate cruelty. But it has not vet entirely 
succeeded. Some of those who are supporting Hitler in his barbaric 
crneltv in Germany to-day are Protestant clergymen! Indeed, as 
some Christians in Germany are saving, there is today a 
moratorium of Christianity in that country. 

Jews represent little oases in the European desert. 
they are persecuted? Is this why they must still tolerate prejudice 
and ill-will’ Be it remembered that the Jewish conception of the 
Messianic Age, of the Kingdom of God, is of a state of things where 
“they will not hurt nor destroy in all my holy mountain.” 

The Jews have in general no cause to be gratetul to Paul of 
Tarsus.

THE TERROR STILL REIGNS. 


ALL JEWS TREATED AS ENEMIES. 


A feeling of relief that Hitler's May Day celebrations passed 
without special anti-Jewish activity is German Jewry’s only 
consolation this week. The Terror still goes on and by one 
means or another more and more Jews are being driven to death, 
The number of suicides is Increasing daily. 


fhe position of the Jews in Upper Silesia appears to be worse 
than in any other part of the country. The Chief Commissioner, 
Herr Bruckner, and the Breslau Chief of Police, Herr Heines, have 
maugurated a veritable reign of. terror. Jews are still .being 
arrested and tortured. Hundreds of Jews are being driven about 
by the authorit.es to do forced labour -in a most degrading manner. 
The Jews dare not, however, speak about the terrorisation to 
which they are subjected. In many places no Jew will dare 
io leave his house after dark. Even in Breslau itself it is 
not, safe for Jews to appear in the streets in the evenings. 
In the day time, too, Jews are often beaten in the streets. It has 
become sufficient for a Nazi to denounce a Jew to get him 
arrested and tortured. When the wives and children of arrested and 
tortured Jews recently appealed to Herr Brickner for merey, he 


declared that the state of terror against the Jews would only cease 


if the Jews agreed not to visit publre places, cafes and restaurants 
frequented by Christians, not to make friends with Christian women, 
not to subscribe to newspapers published in Yiddish or Hebrew, not 
to employ Christians on Christian holy-days or Sundays, ard not to 
trade in brown cloth or in other articles of a brown colour, as brown 
was the colour of the Nazi Party. Herr Bruckner refused t6 enact 
by a decree the demands enumerated by him, and stated that the 
Jews must themselves comply with them if they wished to enjoy 
peace in Upper Stlesia. All the passports of the Jews in Breslau 
have now been stamped that they are valid only inland, thus 
preventing their owners from leaving Germany. 

The dissolution of all Masonic Lodges, and their reorganisation 
on a purely Christian basts, was announced at Hanover at a meeting 
of Masonic and Government representatives. The word “ Free- 
mason,” as well as the ritual of the Lodges based on the Old 
Testament, will henceforward disappear and the lodges will be 
reorganised under the name of “National Christian Order of 
Frederick the Great.’ Jews will be no longeradmitted. A bulletin 
issued after the meeting stated: “ In deference tothe new conditions 
the Grand Lodges have decided totake thisstep. It sweeps away all 
Masonic traditions of almost 200 years’ standing.’ Definite figures 
about the number of German Freemasons are not available, but they 
are believed to amount to about a million. 

The German Lawn Tennis Association has decided that non- 
Aryans cannot be chosen as representatives in official contests. 
(Clubs are to be requested to remove non-Aryans from leading posts, 
The question of their exclusion from membership was postponed, 
but Jewish clubs can no longer be affiliated to the Association. 

All socicties belonging to the German Gymnastic League have 
been instructed to exclude Jews from their membership. The notice 
states that “ Jew” is to be interpreted by race and not religion. It 
suffices if one of the grandparents is a Jew. Jews who fought in 
the front-line trenches or who had a father or son killed in the war 
are excepted from the ban. : 

An order of the Labour Minister, Herr Seldte, closes State 
Insurance practice to Jewish doctors. The rule will not apply to 
persons who were admitted to the panels before August, 1914, or 
who served or lost fathers or sons in the war. Baden has gone a 
step further. In that State the names of all Jewish doctors and 
dentists whatsoever have been deleted from the panels of the public 
insurance and welfare services. In the hospitals Jewish doctors 
will be allowed to treat only patients of their oWn race. 

The Great Playhouse, the biggest property of the Reinhardt 
eombine, has been driven into insolvency by the Nazis. They 
insisted on several Jewish actors and actresses being removed from 
the cast of a play, and this killed the piece. 

For the first time Hitlerists who went beyond their instructions 
have actually been dealt with. One man who closed shops in 
Luneburg has been expelled from the party. ska 

The name of Professor Einstein has been struck off the member- 
ship list of the board of the National Physical and Technical Institute.

MORE AND MORE SUICIDES. 


Professor James Franck. the Jewish Nobel prizewinner, who | 
resigned his chair at the University to demonstrate his sympat 
with his co-religionists, on trial, on a charge of sabotage. 

Compulsoty leave has been enforced by the Minister of Educati 
on a large number of professors, most, if not all, of whom are of th) 
Jewish race. They include 18 at Frankfort, 9 at Kiel, 6at Goettinge 
$3 at Koenigsberg and 2 at Marburg. 

Herr Schemm, the new Bavarian Minister of Culture, has issued 
an order to the educational authorities to the effect that. before th. 
autumn term every school must burn its old history books ani 
introduce new ones. The lines on which the new text-books are to 
be written are explained. It is the period from 1914 to 1933 whic) 
is to be revised, and in future German children will be tau rht tha 
Giermany defended herself heroically against the aggression of th. 
whole world, that German Jews and Marxists betrayed the Vaterland 
and caused its humiliation, and that by patriotic self-sacrifice and 
military disciplme the Nazis have given Germany a new birth and o 
new freedom. 

The resignations of Professor H. Freundlich and Professor M 
Polanyi from the Kaiser Wilhelm Institute for Physical Chemistr) 
at Dahlen marks another loss to German science. Neither of then 
was under compulsion to resign. as Professor Polanyi served in the 
War and Professor Freundlich was an old official, so that they wer 
exempted from the recent decrees against the dismissal of Jews 
Like Professor Franck, however, they have found themselves unabl: 
to remain in their positions under present conditions, 

Professor Ferdinand Blumenthal, Professor of Berlin University 
since 1905, and since 1915 Director of the Cancer Research Institute 
in Berlin, has written to the Minister of Education, tendering his 
resignation on the same grounds as Professor Franck. 

A conflict has arisen between the Nationalist students of Berlin 
University and their rector, Professor Kohlrausch, because the latte: 
objects to certain phrases in a manifesto entitled." Against the us 
German spirit,’ placarded by the students in the University. One 
of the sentences of the manifesto says: “If the Jew writes German 
he is lying.’ Another says: ” We demand that Jewish works appea) 
inthe Jewish language. If they appear in German they must be 
described as translations.’ The rector regards these phrases as 
exaggerations which are only calculated to discredit. the fight 
against the un-German spirit. He has now been dismissed, 


Professor Spranger Resigns. 

Professor Spranger, the world-renowned philosopher and 
pedagogue, has resigned his chair at the Berlin University. “1 am: 
filled with the gravest anxiety,’ he writes, ‘as to the force of the 
leadership principle, when neither the Rector nor the Minister has 
succeeded in removing a manifesto which contains passages bound 
to give the deepest offence even to the most Nationalist of readers. 
Taken together with the news from other Prussian universities, 
these circumstances make me feel that I should no longer find access 
to the new generation.’ 

From the Berlin Conservatoire the Minister of Education has 
removed its director, Professor Schiinemann, the pianist; Professor 
Leonid Kreutzer, the ‘cellist ; Professor Feuermann and the teachers 
Bruno Eisner, Strelitzer, Borries, Warburg and Professor Pfeffer. Kar! 
Flesch retired from the Conservatoire voluntarily some weeks ago. 

Great anti-Semitic raids are now being made on the staff of the 
Prussian pedagogic academies. Ten members of the teaching staff 
have been removed at Halle, seven at Frankfort-on.Main, six at 
Kibing, three each at Kiel and Dortmund, and one at Bonn. 

Three Professors have been retired from Miinster University. 
six from Halle, eight from Breslau and eight from Jena; and Dr. 
Radbruch, a former Minister of Justice, has been relieved of his 
Professorship of Criminal Jurisprudence at Heidelberg. 

Frankfort University has dismissed Professor Gotthold Weil, 
the Orientalist. Professor Weil takes an active part in Jewish life. 
He isa member of the Curatorium of the High School for Jewisl 
Studies in Berlin; of the Board of the Association for Promoting 
Jewish Studies ; the Commission on Languages of the Academy of 
the Science of Judaism; and the Academic Council of the Hebrew 
University in Jerusalem. 

Professor William Stern, famous for his work in child psychology, 
has teen asked to suspend his lectures at Hamburg University. 
The saine request has been made to several other professo's at the 
University, including Professor Eduard Heimann and the historian 
Richard Salomon. 

Professor Ernst Cassirer, the philosopher, and editor of the 
collected works of Professor Hermann Cohen, has suspended his 
lectures without waiting for the request to be made to him. 

One of the most remarkable newspaper comments on the cam- 
paign against Jewish intellectuals hasappeared in the BERLINER TAGE: 
BLATT, which has now passed under Nazi control. {t sounds a note

Mauritz van der Berg, principal concert director of the Berlin 
Radio Orchestra has been dismissed because his mothér is a Jeweoss. 

All Jewish directors of the well-known firm of Ferdinand Faber 
were arrested last week in Cologne, On wt harge of making false 
income-tax returns. This appears to be a new method adopted for 
the purpose of squeezing Jewish owners out of their businesses. A 
similar case has occurred in Berlin, when Ernst Schlesinger and 
other Jewish directors of the Deutsche Verkehrskreditbank were 
arrested on a charge of business irregularities. 

Dr. Marx, of Frankfort, an official of the Hilfseecrcin, has’ been 
arrested on a charge of bribery and corruption. _ 

Unidentified persons in uniform broke into a house in Wiesbaden 
last week and shot dead a Jew named Kassel, A second Jew named 
Rosenstrauch died of shock when a revolver was pointed at-him by 
the muederers. 

Several cases have lately been established of the Hakenkreuz 
being burned on to the bodies of-Jews tortured in the Hitlerist 


barracks, 
Beaten Until He Fainted. 


A Jew named Knispel, fifty-five years of age,.born at Rzeszow 
in Poland, who had been living for some time in Berlin, crossed the 
Polish frontier together with his three grown-up sons on the 18th 
April, the Polish Telegraphic Agency reports. In the depositions 
made by the sons, they state that on the 16th, at three a.m., a storm 
detachment of twenty Hitlerists entered their flat and searched it, 
Finding nothing justifying the search, they began to beat old 
Knispel until he fainted. Marks of ill-treatment can be seen on his 
hands, head and shoulders. The sons were also beaten and then 
taken into custody. After intervention had been made on their 
behalf they were released, but they were told to leave Germany 
immediately if they did not wish to be killed. 

Two Jews, Dr. Rudolph Benario and Herr Goldman have been 
shot dead in the concentration camp at Fuerth. The official excuse 
for their murder is their alleged attempt to escape. 

A Jewish refugee, who has arrived in Nancy from Mannheim, 
relates that a gang of Hitlerists entered the Synagogue of the Ost- 
Juden, in Mannheim, took away the Scrolls of the Law and Prayer 
Books and burned them publicly in the street, dancing and singing 
round the fire. 

A prominent German Jewish refugee who has arrived in Prague 
states that according to reliable figures compiled by the Jewish 
organisations in Germany, from 6th March to 18th April, 172 Jews, 


including five Jewesses, were murdered. In addition, twenty-four 


Jews are missing and their fate is unknown. Hundreds of Jews are 
still being kept in. the concentration camps. 

The Nazis have now embarked on a wide policy of ousting Jews 
from their businesses. They have already deprived them of the 
control of the Schaub Rundfunk Company and other big concerns 
and they have even murdered a Jewish chemist, Max Gruenwald, 
in order to obtain possession of his business. Herr Gruenwald 
possessed a prosperous business as a chemist and druggist in a 
fashionable part of Berlin. His Nazi employees, however, began to 
demand that he should hand them over his business. This Herr 
Gruenwald refused to.,do. He was, therefore, arrested, and a few 
days later his wife received a notice that she could obtain the corpse 
of her husband at the mortuary. Mme. Gruenwald protested 
vigorously, demanding that the authorities shoutd tind the ass ISsins. 
A few days later Mme. Gruenwald was found poisoned in mysterious 
circumstances. The authorities, however, contented th>melves 
with merely registering that she committed suicide. The Nazi 
employees of Herr Gruenwald then took possession of his business 
and declined to give any share of the profits to his orphen children, 

The Nazi Party head office has issued an order that private 
members of the Nazi Party must not in future seize Jewis. bus nesses 
without the permission of the appropriate commissioner. 3 

“We regard the Jews as our enemies, but we have exercised 
towards them a leniency and moderation which they do not 
deserve,’ Dr. Goebbels declared in addressing newspaper men in 
Cologne. 

The Government of Bavaria has appointed Dr. Achim Gercke, 
of Mun‘ch, “ Race Expert’ to weed out doubtful causes of non-Aryans 
from the Civil Service. 

It is interesting to note that the BERLINER TAGEBLATT has 
found sufficient courage to appeal to the Government to enrol in 
the Youth Labour Corps all citizens without distinction of creed. 
The Youth Labour Corps is being organised by the Government to 
give employment in public works to the workless youth in Germany. 

The concerts of the Jewish violinist, Bronislaw Huberman, have 
been prohibited in Berlin and Munich. 

Svstematic searches of the offices of the Hilfsverein, the O.R.T., 
the Oze and-the American Joint Distribution Committee have again 
taken place in Berlin. Whereas, however, the offices of the first 
three were searched by regular police, who behaved correctly, the 
office of the American Joint Distribution Committee was invaded 
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late at night by uniformed Nazis who confiscated various documents 
and seized the keys of the office. They also declared that all the 
employees of the office could regard themselves as arrested. When 
the American Consul was informed, he went personally to the police 
headquarters and made it plain to the high officials that this time 
they came into conflict with an organisation which occupied a great 
place in the Jewish world and that the office of the Joint Distribution 
Committee must be re-o,ened immediately if the authorities did 
not wish Washington to get busy on the matter. The stern warning 
of the American Consul worked miracles. The police immediately 
apologised and permitted the re-opening of the office. In fact they 
were so impressed with the necessiiy of the re-opening of the office 
that they placed a police motor-car at the disposal of the officials to 
replace all documents with all haste. 


Col. Dusterberg Dismissed. 

The sul vation of the Nationalists by their Nazi allies hag 
been carried a step further by the dismissal of Lt.-Col. Diisterberg, 
ond leade. of the whi h President Hlinden! 
is the patron. The Nazis claimed some time ago to have discovered 
that he hada Jewish grandfather, 

The Federation of Jewish Youth Organisations has been 
excluded from the Reich Committee of Ge man Youth O; 
thus. losing its oflfictal stafus and pray Lleges, 

The German P.E.N. Club has been reorganised: in order to 
gssure i \ryvan representation at the forthcoming Meeting of the 
International P.ELN. Club at Ragusa. 

A Jewitsh merchant, Alvey, has been sentenced to three months’ 
imprisonment by the Special Court at Darmstadt, for telling peop'e 
that the National Socialists hanged a Jew at Dolgesheim 
dec'aring later that he had hung himself. The Public Prosecutor 
explained that the report concerned a Jew from Worms who had 
been taken into protective custody by the National Socialists because 
his life was in danger outside, and the man had hung himself in 
prison. The official report stated that he had taken his life and that 
the National Socialists had done him no harm. 

A Jewish pedlar, Martin Hein, has been. sentenced to fifteen. 
months’ imprisoment by the Berlin Special Court for telling people 
that the mortuary was full of corpses. 

Emil Mandelkarf, a newspaper seller, has been sentenced to 
eighteen months’ imprisonment for saying that a Rabbi had been 
beaten to death at the Schoenbauser Tor, that the Nazis had branded 
a Swastika on. the forehead of another Jew, that a third Jew had 
been manhandled, and that the Government had paid hush money 
so that the facts should not come out, 

The new Board of thé German Association of Banking Officials 
has decided to enforce the law against further admission of non 
Aryans. Jewish members can remain, but they will not be allowed 
to hold honorary office. 

The Brith Trumpeldor leaders in Germany have informed the 
Jewesh Telegraphic Agency that the report that Mr. Jabotinsky has, 
in his eapacity as the head of the Brith Trumpeldor World Organi. 
sation, dissolved the German Brith Trumpeldor in view of the 
situation in Germany. is not in accordance with the facts. The 
Brith Trumpeldor in Germany, it states, has by agreement broken 
off relations with the world leadership of the Brith Trumpeldor, 
and has now constituted itself as an independent German youth 
organisation, 

The manager of the Thuringian branch of the National Union 
of Sick Funds, who had been given notice, has poisoned himself. 
His wife and son, to whom he had also given poison, may re over. 

A deep impression bas been created in Kronstadt by the suicide 
of Fritz Rosenfelder, a German Jew, who was for many years a 
conspicuous member of the local Sports Club. When he was 
expetied from the Club on account of the fact that he was a Jew, he 
committed suicide and left a letter declaring that as a German Jew 
he could not look on at the manner in which German Jews were 
now treated in their Fatherland and, therefore, he decided to depart 
from this world, but without a feeling of hatred and anger. His 
only wish, he stated, was that common sense should soon return to 
the country and that his death would bring his Christian friends to 
reason and open their eyes to the treatment the Jews were now 
receiving. When the contents of the letter became known many 
non-Jews came to his funeral, 

Professor Hermann Jacobsohn, Professor of Indo-Germanic 
Languages at the University of Marburg, who was recently given 
leave of absence, has thrown himself uader a train, being killed 
instantly. 

The Berlin Jewish Community announces that large numbers 
of Jews, including some very prominent personages who had severed 
their connection with the Community, have now returned to active 
membership and that some of them have accepted honorary office, 
feeling that it is essential now for all Jews in Germany to close up 
their ranks and work together for the revival of Jewish life. 


Complete Beggary of the Jewish Professional Class. 

Our New York correspondent writes that the effect of the 
persecution of Jews on Germany's financial life is to'd in a cabled 
dispatch to the New York Times. The dispatch states that the 
worst results come from the complete beggary of the Jewish profes- 
sional class. Non-Jewish stores reported declines in turnover owing 
to the loss of Jewish customers. The fate of the Jewish element in 
banking has not been settled yet. The Hitlerist Ministers at first 
desired to expel the Jewish directors of all the big banks imme- 
diately, but Dr. Schacht, President of the Reichsbank, and Dr. 
Alfred Hugenberg successfully opposed them, warning them of a 
resulting financial panic. It is likely that the first steps will bo 
taken against private banks, which are overwhelmingly Jewish. 
Already small banks had reported that frightened customers were 
transferring their accounts to the big banks. The heaviest immediate 
losses fell on real estate owners, whose Jewish professional tenants 
at the end of March gave notice of wholesale termination of leases 
at the end of Jane. Here the loss fell mainly on Christians, The 
authorities had already. begun to confiscate the bank deposits of 
individual Jews. This, and the action of unscrupulous Gentite 
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debtors who either refused to pay Jews or made offers of part 
payment with the threat that if the offers were not accepted the 
Jewish creditor would get nothing, had badly shaken confidence and 
impaired the ability of Jewish debtors to meet their liabilities to 
Christians. The Prussian Government's action in depriving all 
Jewish notaries of the right to practice had caused anarchy in the 
real estate market, with hundreds of pending sales held up. 

A special correspondent writes in the DatLy HERALD: “ Only 
very few cases of suicide become known. Newspapers are no 
longer allowed to report them since one day when five lawyers were 
reported to have killed themselves because of the ban on Jewish 
professional men. Even death announcements cannot be printed 
if they make any allusion to the nature of the death. But when an 
announcement savs, ‘A tragic fate has robbed us of our beloved 
BOM OF ‘Our beloved son has gone from us.’ or. * Suddenly 
and unexpectedly our...’ everyone knows what this means. This 
is especially so when the age,is between twenty and thirty, as if 
usually is, or when he is described as alawyer, a doctor or a student. 
Rut in the large majority of cases the families dare not issue any 
announcement at all, or they cannot afford the expensive announce- 
ments because they are already ruined by the ‘silent pogrom. 
Chis ‘silent pogrom, which is carried out with typical German 
thoroughness, has already caused many cases of death throughout 


Beaten at the Police Station. 

Our Warsaw Correspondent has personally verified the follow- 
iog cases of atrocities :— 

From the 6th of March till the 7th of April, forty-eight Polish 
Jews bave heen unlawfully imprisoned by the Nazis in Leipzig. 
Twelve, at the intervention of the Polish Consul, were released after 
one day's imprisonment, three after three days’, ten after four days’, 
five after cight days’, eig it after fourteen days’. Four were kept in 
cellars for a whole month before the Consul could find their where- 
abouts. Six Polish Jews of Leipzig are still missing. All of the 
arrested were beaten and subjected to most vile and inhuman treat 
ment. Whether arrested by the police or kept in Hitlerist quarters 
the Jews were ill-treated. At Chemnitz twelve Polish Jews were 
arrested by the ordinary police and beaten at the police sta ion. 
four were beaten at the Nazi quarters. At Plauen, eight Jews 
were arrested and beaten at the police station. At Zwickau, two 
Polish Jews were beaten at the police station and five at the Nazi 
headquarters. In Dresden, seven. were beaten at the police station 
uml thirty-six at the Nazi quarters. Seven of the latter had 
half-a-pint of oil poured into their months and all were 
compelled to sing one of the Hitlerist songs. Special cases 
of brutality and injury were reported from Chemnitz, where 
a Jew named J. Pfeffer had his head, legs and hands beaten 
severely. A Jew named Tager of Dresden was incapacited from 
further work after two days in the Nazi prison. Mr. Zula, of 
Awickau, whose beard was birned on bis face, is now in hospital in 
“ serious condition. In Chemnitz the Jews were beaten and com. 
pelled to say “Thank you!" every time they were hit in the face. 
ieports from other parts of Germany are no less characteristic of 
the fate of Polish Jews there. At Dortmund the police arrested over 
one hundred Polish Jews. When an official of the Polish Consulate 
intervened he was told that they were arrested beeause they were 
making a “bad impression with their outward appearance” and 
that from such people “nothing good conld be expected and they 
therefore deserve to be imprisoned.” While Dutch Jews arrested 
together with them at Dortmund were released after a short while, 
the Polish Jews are still mostly in prison though they were arrested 
on the 29th of March. 

The following passage occurs in the course of a letter from a 
lady in Berlin published in the MANCHES ER GUARDIAN: “ Bosides 
ull cruelties the misery around us is incredible: families and families 
have lost.their livelihood from one day to the other; sometimes 
three and four members on one day. They are doomed to poverty 
or starvation if they do not find tnueir way out of the country. And 
even this possibility they are trying to prevent. If—as it seems— 
commerce wiil be spared (only for economical reasons) those not 
condemned to starvation among us carry deep obligations towards 
the others. Of course hundreds and thousinds have left in time, 
but what does such a number mean in comparison to the hundreds 
of thousands left!”’ 

A refugee, writing to the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, states that on 
the night of February 28th his housekeeper answered knocking at 
the door and a horde of heavily armed Storm Troops rushed in. 
Some of them threw him down on his bed. He was beaten with 
revolver-butts, riding-whips and fists until his bed was full of blood. 
After a search of his room, in which a treatise on relativity was 
seized, he was forced with blows to enter a motor-car and taken to 
the Storm Troop unit headquarters. He was expected to make 
confessions about the Socialist and Communist movement (about 
which he knew nothing), and beaten at every denial. The treatise 
on relativity was thrown into a corner with the words, “ This 
relativity Jew!"’ He was then pushed into the car again and driven 
to a wood by four armed Nazis, two of whom held revolvers at his 
head. Here he was given the choice between drinking a litre of 
castor oil and being shot. The case was independently investi- 
gated by the “ GvuarpiaAn’s” chief correspondent in Austria, who 
confirmed its authenticity. 


An Eye-Witness Account. 


English Business-Man’s Story. 
2 Mr. Harry Goodman, of the Acculight Manufacturing Company, 
iy W alker Street, Sheffield, has just returned from a twelve days’ 
visit to Germany, and the following information, which he proffered 
for publication in Tue Jewish CHRONICLE (writes a JEWISH 
CHRONICLE representative), not only gives the lie direct to the 
allegation of exaggerations, but definitely confirms the tales of 


torture to which German Jewry is being subjected. Here are a 
few incidents related to me by Mr. Goodman: “2 


Jewish shops in the Grenadierstrasse of Berlin have 
had their windows smashed; the establishments themselves are 
closed down, presenting a forlorn and forsaken appearance, with 
the notice of “Juden Heraus” blazened in big, prominent letters 
outside. 

“You can have no idea, said Mr. Goadman, “how German 
Jewry is suffering.” During his stay in Berlin, he went into ao 
Jewish café which, he says, happened to be the only Kosher estab. 
lishment in Berlin which was still open. He was enjoying bis cup 
of coffee when in walked four Nazis and asked to see the proprietor 
* We have warned vou before to clear out of here,” they told him, 
“but you have not done so.” The proprietor then received three 
cracks from the rubber whip which the men produced, until the 
blood streamed down his face. Mr. Goodman confessed that he had 
no alternative but to leave the café post baste. 

Not long afterwards a Jew showed him four stitches which had 
had to be put into his head as a result of attacks by Nazi hooligans. 
Apart from the incident in the Jewish café he had not been an eye 
witness of anv other atrocities on Jews but there was no room for 
doubt, from what he had been told, that they were still being perpe 
trated, in spite of Nazi denials. 

Outside the well-known Cafe Konig in Berlin a notice has been 
put up “ Not more than ten Jews are admitted.” As Mr. Goodman 
was about to walk in he .was asked by the Commissionaire on duty) 
outside if he wasa Jew. “ Do you speak English?” Mr. Goodman 
osked, whereupon the Commissionaire allowed hii to enter. 

Asked whai, so far as he could tell, was the attitude of the 
German people to the persecutions, Mr. Goodman bad to confess 
that, in his opinion, only about ten per cent. were on the side of the 
Jews. The advantages of the radio had been exploited to the fullest 
possible extent by Goebbels, whose tirade against “~ these wicked 
Jews could be heard with nightly regularity. 


TEXT OF OFFICIAL DECREES. 


Legislation Against Jews. 


‘German Government's Measures. 


The following are literal translations of some of the publicly 
issued German laws and decrees directly aimed at Jews. It should 
be mentioned that in addition to the Reich Laws, such as these 
given below, Jews are affected by numerous decrees and laws of 
the various States (Lander) composing the Reich and of the 
Municipalities. 7 
Law for The Restoration of the Civil Service. 

(REICHSGESETZBLATT Nr. 34) ApriL 4th, 1933. 


$ 1.—1. For the restoration of the Civil Service, in addition to 
those liable to be dismissed according to other laws, there may be 
dismissed ti ose who come under the following rules. 

4. The State Railways and the Reichsbank are authorised 
to make arrangements-in conformity with these rules. 

) 3.—1. Civil Servants of non-Aryan origin must retire; as 
regards the honorary employees, they must be dismissed. 

2. These rules do not refer to the contracts of servants who 
were already employed as officers of the civil service on the Ist 
of August, 1914, or who, during the Great War, fought in the 
army of Germany or her allies, or who lost their fathers or sons 
in the War. Furtherexceptions may be granted by the Minister 
of Home Affairs or by the States’ Authorities, regarding civil 
servants working abroad. 
$ 8.—Civil servants, retired in conformity with § 8, have no right 

of pension if they have not been servants for ten years at least. 
‘This rule is to be applied even in such cases where, by special laws, 
the right to pension was granted after a shorter périod of service. 
|Nore.—A certain number of bankers, etc., had, in former years, 
refused to join the Civil Service so as not to lose their right of pension 
in the institution in which they worked. To these men the Govern 
ment had granted, in certain cases, the right to & pension even after a 
period in office shorter than ten years. This right is now cancelled. 


Law Regarding Aimittance to the Lawycrs' Syndicate 
(Rechtsanwaltschafit). 


(REICHSGESETZBLATT Nr. 36). Aprin 10th, 1933. 


$1.—The admission of lawyers, who are non-Aryans within 
the meaning of the Law for the Restoration of the Civil Service, may 
be cancelled till the 30th of September of 1933, This rule may not 
be applied to lawyers, already admitted before the Ist of August. 
1914, or who, during the Great War, fought in the army of Germany 
or her allies, or who lost their fathers or sons in the War. 

§ 2.—-The admission to the lawyers’ syndicate may be refused to 
lawyers who are not of Aryan descent in the sense of the Law for 
the Restoration of the Civil Service—even if there exists none of the 
reasons enumerated in the Lawyers’ Rules (Rechtsanwaltsordnung). 

{NoTE.—These reasons are, especially, any kind of ‘‘ moral 
incapacii,.’’} 


The same rule must be observed in cases where a lawyer wishes 
to be admitted to another Court. 


[ NoTEe.—Lawyers in Germany, are only admitted to a particular 
Court. Even in the case of War-Combatants, a lawyer of Jewish 
origin loses his right of entry by moving from one town to another. | 


Decree with Reference to the Law for the Restoration of the 
Civil Service. |

Sin, Jewish tricks,’ in: the phraseology of the Nazis, consist in 
giving to data, exact iu themselves, a twist in order that they seém to 
prove the contrary of what they really mean. Three short months of 
Nazi rule have proved that, not only as an i:res sonsible Opposition but 
also as the responsible Government, Nazis know fir moré of these tricks 
than anyone. 

Though parades and speeches are highly appreciated by the

therefore, compelled to show that something has been done to 
ameliorate the economic situation. It will be remembered that Herr 
Hitler, in an official speech, claimel the merely seasonal decrease 
in the number of unemployed in March as a consequence of the National 
Kevolution—and nobody, either during the me sting or in the press, dared 
to give him the tight answer.

HER JEWISH STEP-FATHER. 


In these davs, when the draconic German laws against Nou 
Aryans” are spreading trouble even in circles-—-what misery 
can a grandfather whose: origin is: suspicious- cause !—rumours 
have run as to Frau Goebbels, wife of the German Minister for 
Propaganda, being a Jewess. The rumours are inaccurate. 

Nevertheless there is a link befween the wife of the fanat 
propagandist of governmental anti-Semitism and the Jews. The 
mother of Frau Goebbels married aJew, Herr Friedliinder, after the 
death of her first husband. The family were living in Belgium and 
in 1914 when War broke out they had to leave the country at once 
to avoid internment as Germans. They came to Berlin penniless 

The Frau Goebbels of to-day was then a girl 14 or 15 years old 
She was cared for by a well-known Jewish family, who took het 
into their home, treated her as though she were one of their own 
children, sent her to school and provided music lessons for her. She 
was known to all the Jewish friends of the family and she, too, 
made friends with them. In the meanwhile, her mother ran a little 
drug store in a quarter where the majority of her clients were Jews 
In fact, she sold the business only when her daughter had becom: 
the wife of Dr. Goebbels.

NAZISM IN OTHER COUNTRIES. 


The virus of chauvinistic nationalism is spreading as the follow 
ing reports show throughout Europe. In some cases, Cerinan 
nationals resident abroad are at the root of the trouble; in others, 
the Nazi is merely the pattern. 

The large German minorities in certain Polish towns are taking 
the offensive against the Polish Jews. Groups of Germans haya 
smashed the windows in Jewish houses and shops in the town of 
Konstantin, near Lodz. The trouble was started there by the local 
Gierman pastor telling his congregation during his Easter sermon 
that he had received an anonymous letter stating that the Jews 
were going to burn down his church. |‘ Police had to be called out 
from Lodz to disperse the rioters. Attacks on Jews by Germans 
have taken place also in Alexander and other towns in the district 

The Croatian Nationalists in Bosnia have started an intensive 
anti-Jewish boycott campaign against the Jews of Jugo-Slavia iu 
“ retaliation " for the anti-German boycott which is being carried 
on by the Jews of the country. The Government ordered the local 
nuthorities to repress all anti-Semitic activities: The Natiomalists 
are being supported by the Roman Catholic clergy. 

The police in Debreczin, acting on the instructions of the 
Minister of the Interior, arrested a number of Hungarian Nazis there, 
for conducting a boycott agitation outside Jewish shops, 


THE AMERICAN PRESS. 


Stories from Germany. 
[From our Correspondent,—New York.) 

While German officials are attempting to hide the real signiii- 
cance of the Nazi domination for the Jews, American newspapers 
are beginning to print articles by their German correspondents 
giving the real truth about the situation. These articles are valuable 
because, inasmuch as they are sent by mail, they frequently escape 
the official Nazi censorship and, in consequence, the correspondents 
are able to picture the situation as it exists. The most sensational! 
of these articles is a series which has just been written for the NEW 
YorK EVENING Post by its Berlin correspondent, H. R. Knicker- 
bocker. Mr. Knickerbocker is a noted American newspaperman, who 
last year won the Pullitzer Prize for the best foreign correspondence 
written for an American newspaper. He is a Christian Protestant, 
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the son of a minister, and comes of one of the oldest families in 
America. 

Mr. Knickerbocker states emphatically that the economic 
pogrom to destroy the means of livelihood of Germany's Jews is 
only now getting under way.

Its yellow sign of plague has been stamped by 
the Nazis upon every Jew in Germany, and today th» Jews are 
politically helpless, morally homeless, and 
“Act first and then make laws” is the Nazi rule of eonduect. 
Following this rule the National Socialists have in the last 
fortnight, accomplished more for their programme to root out 
the Jews than would have been possible by ordinary bourgeois 
constitutional methods in the course of years. Mr. Knicker- 
hocker said that while Jews in business are apparently better 
off than those in the professions, they are only apparently so. 
These businesses might be bought for a song. Some of their 
owners had sought salvation by speedily marrying their daughters 
to foreigners and transfering their whole fortunes to the unhappy 
brides as dowries. Others had borrowed on the full value of their 
properties from Dutch banks. They had left the loans in Holland 
and if the Hitler Government attempted to confiseate their 
property, the Dutch banks, as holders of first liens, would claim 
it. Only afew Jews, however, had been lucky enough to carry out 
thisscheme, No Jew knew from one day to another what awaited him. 

Mr. Knickerbocker particularly pointed to the pitiful character 
of the denials on the part of the German-Jewish organisations that 
Jews had been persecuted. “Nothing in the course of the 
Nazi attack on the Jews was more pathetic than this action on the 
part of the Jewish hostages in Germany. The fact that a news 
paper of the standing of the FRANKFURTER ZEITUNG joined in 
reproaching the outside world for mixing in the affairs of Germany 
proved better than anything else could to all those who know the 
real position of the Jews here how genuinely desperate their cond:- 
tion 18." 

Sinee March 5th the British passport office had received around 
3,000 applications for visas to Palestine, Mr. Knickerbocker said. 
but the German Government had put down the most rigid regula- 
tions to control emigration. Only Jews with money could afford to 
yo abroad, but Jews with money were precisely the Jews that were 
not permitted to go.

Plans for the relief of distressed Jews in Germany have teen con- 
sidered at a special Conference of the American Jewish Joint Distribution 
‘‘ommittee, held in New York under the Chairmanship of Mr. James N. 
Rosenberg, Vice-Chairman of the Organisation. It has been decided that 
the present campaign for funds carried on by the Joint Distribution Com. 
mittee in America to enable it to continue its emergency relief activities 
in Mastern Europe will be supplemented by a special effort on behalf of 
the German Jews. The Berlin office of the Joint Distribution Committee, 
working in close co-operation with the Jewish philanthropic organisations 
in Germany, will be in charge of the relief activities, 

The Board of Directors of the Hias has decided unanimously at a 
«pecial meeting held in New York, with Mr. Abraham Herman, the Presi- 
cont, in the Chair, to launch immediately an Emergency Campaign for 
funds in aid of the Jewish refugees from Germany. 

M. Herriot, while in America in connection with the World Economic 
(‘onference, contributed to the NEW YORK AMERICAN his views on the 
persecution of the Jews in Germany. — He stated that the time was hardly 
suitable to speak about world peace when Germany had decided to boycott 
everything Jewish, when an organised anti-Semitic campaign was in 
progress and when freedom of conscience and-of opinion were violated. 
it would be hypocrisy, he said, to declare that we were nearing world 
peace when race hatred assumed primitive forms and when children were 
taught to hate and to use weapons in Germany. Before we established 
peace in Europe, added M. Herriot, it would be our duty to take care of 
the refugees from Germany, whose only crime was the fact that they 
remained true to their religion.. 

Our New York Correspondent writes that “* the foremost result of the 
German situation in Americais that the American Jewish Congress has 
‘put itself on the map’ through prompt and energetic protest action, 
notably the memorable mass mecting at’ Madison Square Garden, which 
saw the largest attendance of representatives of the Press that has ever 
honoured any American Jewosh event. From now on the Congress is 
likely to be the voice of American Jewry where the American Jewish 
(‘ommittee has held that dubious position in the past. There are those, 
of course, who still believe that mass meetings are out of order and that 
Jewish representations should be made only through regular diplomatic 
channels. But so far as the German situation is concerned, American 
Jews were out of patience with this method and desired to express their 
horror in more concrete ways. The position of the American Jewish 
Committee, I understand, is that its non-participation in mass meetings 
leaves the way open for the Committee to make diplomatic overtures to 
the German Government when the occasion arises.” 

The American Jewish Committee and the Independent Order B'nai 
B'rith have issued a joint statement in which, while denouncing the 
persecution of the German Jews, they express their disapproval of anti- 
German boycotts by Jews, street marches, or mass meetings, urging 
instead concentration -on measures which will bring relief to the Jewish 
sufferers in Germany. The American Jewish Congress, undeterred, is 
going on with its preparations for the protest march through the streets 
of New York next Wednesday. 


A REFUGE FOR GERMAN JEWRY. 
Hundreds Thronging to Eretz Yisrael. 


‘From our Correspondent.—JERUSALEM. | 
There are hundreds of refugees now in Jerusalem and Tel-Aviv, 
who have come here—after incredible experiences in leaving 
Germany—to seek some measure of tranquillity after the hellish 
nightmare of life in Nazi-ridden Germany. The tales that some of 
these refugees tell are well-nigh unbelievable. They depict horrors 


that one can hardly imagine as existing in these cultured times, | 


One of those who escaped from the Brown Shirt Terror is a 

well-known physician of Chemnitz, in Saxony. He _ himself 

told me the other day that, for no reason whatsoever, save

perhaps that he had tended Socialists at his clinic, he was 
seized in the street by S.A. men, taken to an élappe, stripped and 
brutally beaten, and then turned out with the remark that he 
would do well not to remain in that town. This doctor, one of the 
foremost practitioners in the city and a man with an honoured 
name, was examined by impartial doctors when he came 
to Jerusalem, and they certified that he was bruised from head to 
heel, the blows having apparently been inflicted by rubber whips. 
His scalp, too, had a long wound across it. He is one of the lucky 
ones who managed to evade the clutches of the Nazi elements in 
getting out of Germany. According to other refugees, the ~ atrocity ” 
propaganda is by no means exaggerated. The worst excesses have 
been practised towards the Jews, and there is no redress. A stoical 
silence is the only attitude that German Jewry can adopt for fear of 
incurring more severe measures. | 

The great problem facing Palestine Jewry to-day is how best to 
come to the aid of the unfortunate Jews of Germany by offering 
them a haven here. The offer of 1.000 labour immigration 
certificates and 200 permits for capitalists cannot, of course, satisfy 
the great demand from Germany. As I write, the number of 
certificates to be given the Jewish Agency for the entire labour 
immigration still remains uncertain, the Government having given 
no indication in its. official publication. Even with 6,000 or 
certificates, the demand would by far outstrip the supply, not only 
from the point of view of the known opportunities for Jewish 
employment in Palestine, but also because it will be necessary to 
consider such large centres as Warsaw and Riga in anv scheduling. 
The greatest amount of sympathy is felt for German Jewish 
intellectuals, who seem primarily affected by the Nazi campaign. The 
absorption of a large class of tnt ET nisea would be a problem 


in anv Jewish community in even the’ most developed centres, 
and it is the more so in Eretz Yisrael with its’ limited 
financial scope. The Hebrew University authorities, who were 


assisted by Dr. Chaim Weizmann when he was here, feel that tho 
Mount Scopus institution is the most natural’ centre of gravitation 
for the persecuted intellectuals; but how are they to be offered 
the fullest measure of hospitality without adequate means “to 
provide for them ? 

l understand that Dr. Weizmann will head a drive in England, 
perhaps in Holland and Belgium, aud certainly about July in the 
United States, with a view to appealing to the Jewish people to 
strengthen the University so that it can afford real shelter to 
the professors, teachers, scientists and students who have 
been bereft of an academic home. It is considered locally 
in lay circles that Professor Einstein’s déclaraticn that he 
would not come to Jerusalem because of old differences of 
opinion with the University Administration was an _ill-timed 
one. Professor Einstein had been invited to spend as much of bis 
free time each year as he chose to spend in Jerusalem, and was told 
that every facility would be afforded him. It was true that seven 
or eight years ago he had differences with the University authori. 
ties, but they seemed to have been composed when he rejoined the 
Board .of Governors last year and spoke so glowingly of the Univer. 
sity at the dinner in his honour in New York on the eve of his 
departure for Europe. His acceptance of the University invitation 
would have given a great fillip to the movement now initiated to 
welcome German Jewish scholars and #cientists to Jerusalem. 
That makes his sudden, bolt-out-of-the-blue refusal all the more 
regrettable. At atime like this, when world-.Jewry is facing one 
ofthe gravest situations in its long and painful history, as great a 
man as Albert Einstein ought to have overcome his personal 
prejudices, if any exist, and understood that the need of the hour 
was for solidarity. But Dr. Weizmann will see him in Belgium, and 
the issue no doubt will be settled. 

Palestine does offer the safest harbour for the lost, wandering ship 
of German Jewry. But it will mean a vast amount of money. 
world-Jewry ought to give untilit hurts, as the American expression 
goes, 50 as to succour a great Community from the vital danger of 
complete extinction. Let it not be thought that the venture will be 
a charitable one; far from it, The purpose is to offer scope for 
healthy material expansion and the utmost good will infallibly react 
to the Jewish National Home if the proper help is forthcoming. 

Moussa Kazim Pasha, the President of the Palestine Arab Executive, 
has issued a proclamation in Jerusalem protesting against the admission 
into Palestine of German Jews “ who destroyed Germany and Russia.” 

The question of emigration of German Agudists to Palestine was 
discussed at a joint meeting in Berlin of the Board of the German Agudath

POLISH JEWRY UNITES. 


Monster Meeting Elects National Committee. 


(From our Correspondent. ~WARSAW. 

A Conference of representatives of the whole of Polish Jewry 
“to decide upon united action in the fight against Hitler's barbari 
treatment of German Jews and to form a special Committee to carry 
out the decisions " was held in Warsaw last week in the largest 
theatre of the capital. 850 delegates, representing 435 towns 
gathered together. Representatives of all Jewish organisations 
from the Agudath Harabbanim to the Left parties as well as the “holo 
were there.- A Committee, under the name of the United Jewish 
Committee, including representatives of all parties, was elected. 
The Conference began by paying a tribute to the British Parliament 
for its humane defence of the people persecuted by Hitler. At the 
suggestion of the Chairman, Dr. Gotleib, the Conference rose and 
stood for a few minutes in silence honouring the “Jews who have 
been killed by Hitlerists.” Urging Polish Jewry fo start the 
*Bellum Inudaicum contra Germaniam” the Chairman said that 
it was a holy war against the Hitlerist regime and the Jews 
must fight it together all the world over. Hitlerist Germany must 
be excluded from the society of humanity. The must not 
mix with man. Mr. Turkoff who has just returned from Germany, 
testified that what “ appears in the press is only a part of the true 
situation of German Jewry. Mr. Heftman urged the Conference to 
call an International Jewish Congress at Geneva before the Session 
of the League of Nations begins there on May 22nd, because the 
persecution of Jews is “ an international affair in which the League 
must intervene. The League.” he said, “can do this under Article 23 
of the Covenant. which savs at the outset that ‘members of the League 
will endeavour to secure and maintain fair and humane conditions 
of Labour for men, women and children, etc.’ This speech, received 
tremendous applause. Rabbi Lewin, the representative of the Agudah 
in the Sejm, told the Conference that he was empowered by the 500 
Rabbanim in Poland to agree to all the Conference might decide to 
further the war on behalf of German Jewry. 

Resolutions were passed (inter alia’ thanking the British Parlia- 
ment for its outspoken debate, agreeing to continue the boycott till 
full citizen rights are restored to German Jewry, to support the 
emigration of refugees to Palestine, to issue a world-wide appeal to 
non-Jews, to call a world congress of Jews in Zurich as soon as 
possible. and to create a special communal fund to belp refugees in .- 
Poland.

Refugees in Holland. 


A Committee of Dutch Professors. 
(‘From Correspondent—AMSTERDAM. 


Notwithstanding landing restrictions, the past week has seen 
the arrival of a further stream of Jewish refugees. A work of 
inestimable value is being undertaken by a Committee, composed of 
more than forty eminent professors holding Chairs at Dutch 
Universities, on behalf of Jewish intellectuals arriving from Germany 
who have been debarred from contmuing their studies at the 
Universities there, or who have been prevented from embarking 
upon academic careers in Germany. Professor P. van der Wielen 
has been appointed Chairman, and Professor Dr. H. Frijda, Hon. 
Secretary. Professor Dr. L. van Itallie of the University of Leiden, 
has resigned his honorary membership of two learned German 
societies as a protest against anti-Jewish action. 


Agudat Israel Imposes a Tax. 

A Conference of the Western European Organisations of the 
Orthodox Jewish World Movement, Agudat Israel, was held in 
Brussels last week. Delegates trom Alsace-Lorraine. Belgium, France, 
Switzerland, England, Holland and Italy were present. The Pre- 
sidium of the Conference consisted of Chief Rabbi Hirsch. of Zwolle. 
Rabbi Langer, of Paris, Dr. T. Lewenstein, of Zurich. and Chief Rabbi 
Rottenberg, of Autwerp. Besides questions of a general character. 
the Conference in particular considered the questions which have 
arisen in connection with recent developments in Germany in so far as 
they affect the religious and civic rights of German Jewrv. Reports on 
activities undertaken in this connection were submitted by Consul- 
General Guggenheim, of Basle, Mr. H. A. Goodman, of London, and Mr. 
M. D. Lewenstein, of Zurich. It was pointed out that co-operation 
had been established with authoritative Jewish organisations. It was 
decided that all branch organisations should actively associate 
themselves with the responsible Jewish bodies dealing with this 
problem, and should assist in their establishment where they did 
not exist. An economic and legal Commission wag created, under 
the Chairmanship of Avocat Schnurman of Strasbourg, Dr. Ortlieb 
of Zurich, Avocat de Haas of Utrecht. and Mr. 8. Richter, President of 
the Orthodox Community of Antwerp. Among the tasks of this 
Commission will be to advise and assist Jewish refugees to create 
agricultural centres in preparation for eventual emigration to 
Palestine, to sponsor the creation of professional schools, and to 
assist in change of career on the part of the members of the legal 
and medical profession unable to carry on their practices. This 
Commission will, wherever possible, co-operate with other Jewish 
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bodies with similar objects. A vesolution calling on organised 
Jewish Communities throughout the world to impose a tax of a 
percentage of all community payments for the purpose of supporting 
German-Jewis communities was carried. The Rabbis of the world 
were to be invited to issue an appeal to world-Jew ry to come to the 
help of the Torah institutions of Germany which were in grave 
distress. The Conference decided to transfer the Central Bureau of 
Western Europe of Agudist organisations to Zurich. 


30,000 Réfusces. 


It appears from the reports submitted to a Conference which 
has been held in Paris by the Jewish Immigration Association, 
Hicem, that the number of Jewish refugees from Germany in the 
various European countries is at present about 30,000, Delegates 
were present from Great Britain, Belgium, Spain, Holland, the Saar, 
Luxemburg, Switzerland, Poland, Austria, and France. A statement 
issued by the Hicem S that urgent intervs ntion has been made 
in the Argentine, Brazil, Canada, 1 ruguayv,the United States, South 
Africa, Australia and Palestine, with the object of obtainin 
sion for a certain number of refugees.

Australia Raises a Fund. 

“It is the duty of every civilised nation to denounce Hitler.” 
the Rt. Hon. William A, Watt, former Prime Minister of the 
Australan Commonwealth, declared at a monster Protest Meeting 
against Jewish persecution in Germany held at the Melbourne 
Town Hall. The Victorian Minister of Public Works. the Hon. John 
P. Jones, represented the Government of the State of Victoria, and 
the Rey. Mr. Cain, President of the Council of Churches, represented 
all the Christian denominations in Australia. Colonel Harold 
Cohen, D.S.0., presided, and among those on the platform were the 
Chancellor of Melbourne University, Ministers of the Govern- 
ment, leaders of civil, social and religious Tife; and of all the political 
parties in Australia. An appeal for funds Tor the relief of the 
victims resulted in a sum of £8,000 being raised at the meeting. 
The money will be forwarded to the Board of Deputies of British 
Jews in London for distribution. 

The Hebrew P.E.N. Club has decided to move a resolution at 
the next International P.E.N, Club Congress against the persecution 
ofthe Jewsin Germany. The Congress will take place at the end of 
May in Czechoslovakia. 

One hundred and thirty-five Jewish societies of Buenos Aires and 
thirty-five from the interior of the Argentine Republic were represented at 
the mass meeting held in the biggest stadium of the city to protest against 
Hitlerist atrocities in Germany. The Jewi-h shops were closed and a fast- 
day Was ordained .by the Rabbis and special mourning Services were held in 
all Synagogues. ‘The President and various Deputies of the Argentine 
Parliament were among the speakers at the mass-meeting and the major 
part of the British clergy was present in the Synagogues. 

About 500 members of the Cairo branch of the International Employees’ 
Syndicate met at their headquarters as a protest against the Hitlerist 
anti-Semitism. It was decided to send telegrams of protest to the German 
Minister in Egypt and to the International Labour Bureau at Geneva. 

The Egyptian League against German Anti-Semitism has published a 


manifesto, asking all the Jews of Egypt to boycott German products and 
firms.

The Spanish Press maintains a friendly attitude towards German 
Jewry and a series of articles have appeared recently in LA VANGUARDIA 
of Barcelona, 

A conference of Jewish representatives from various countries is being 


held in Paris, where all relief activities are co-ordinated, and a scheme is R ; 
being worked out to give relief as soon as possible. There are said to be 


about 5,000 German refugees in France alone. Switzerland has 3,000, 
and there are several thousand in the other countries bordering on 

Germany. Steps are being taken for the distribution of large numbers to 
Spain, to various parts of South America, aud to Palestine. 

Agents of the German Government have become very active in Paris, 
espceially in the Jewish quarter. Some of them are posing as Jews and 
mulvising Jewish firms to remove the appeals for the boycott of German 
goods on the ground that the boycott was contrary to the interests of the 
Gcrman Jews. Two German merchants have thrashed a Jewish merchant, 
M. Simon Weiter, because he returned them some goods purchased from 
them on discovering that they were made in Germany. M. Weiter has 
instituted proceedings against his assailants. Chief Rabbi Israel Levi has 
issucd a messace of thanks to the numerous Frenchmen who have taken 
an active part in the protests against the persecution of the Jews in 
Germany and who have assisted the German Jewish refujees in France. 

A pamphlet containing the protests of abont one hund.ed well-known 
French doctors against the persecution of the Jews in Gcrmany has been 
circulated to about 18,000 French doctors. Similar views on the iil-treat. 
ment of the Jews in Germany by famous members of other professions 
will shortly be circulated among all professions in France. 

A group of young Jews have created a disturbance at a big cinema in 
Paris against the showing ofa German film. The public at the cinema 
applauded the young Jews, Who were also cheered by Frenchmen in the 
streets when they were conducted by the police to the police station, 
Here they were promptly released, although they made no secret of their 
determination to create disturbances in ail cinemas where German films 
were shown. 

The Municipality of Braunau, Austria, Herr Hitler's native town, has 
rejected the proposal to grant honorary citizenship to him. 

The World Federation of Jewish Youth Organisations has sent a 
memorial to the League of Nations appealing to the League to protect 
the Jewish minority in Germany. : 

The Federation of Belgian ex-Soldiers has adopted a resolution 
protesting against the persecution of the Jewsin Germany. The resolution 
states that the Belgian people who experienced what German rule meant 
during the War can sympathise with the Jews in Germany in their present 
position. 

A representative delegation of Rumanian Jews has visited the French 
Minister in Bucharest and has asked him to transmit their thanks to 
France for creating a Chair at the Collége de France for Professor 
Linstein. | 

The Jewish National Party in Rumania has issued an appeal for the 
continuation of the boycott of German goods as long as the persecution of 
the Jewsin Germany centinues. The Party has also decided to raise a | 
fund for the purpose of establishing a colony for German Jews in 
Palestine,

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Protests Against Hitlerism. 


WIDESPREAD DEMONSTRATIONS. 


MANCHESTER'S GIGANTIC PROTEST. 
Huge Meeting be the Free Trade Hall. 


[From our Correspondent —MANCHESTER. | 


Nearly 3,500 people attended a public meeting at the Manchester 
free Trade Hall. The meeting was under non-Jewish auspices, and 
was presided over by the Lord Mayor (Alderman W. Walker). Not for 
vears has there been so remarkable a demonstration, and the 
hall was so crowded that half-an-hour before the speeches 
were to begin the doors had to be closed to further entrants 
Some measure of the imterest may be gauged from the fact 
that an hour-and-a-half after the meeting began, crowds were 
still trying to get in past the policemen at the doors. Every section 


of the public life of Manchester, Salford, and the surrounding 


towns was represented-by eminent men and women on thc plat. 
form, the Lord Mayor and various Mayors wearing their chains of 
office. Among those who spoke were the Bishop of Manchester (Dr, 
Guy Warman), the Bishop of Salford (Dr. Thomas Henshaw), Mr. 
W. P. Crozier (Editor of the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN), the Mayor of 
Salford (Councillor J. F. Emery), the Rev. K. L. Parry, President of 
the Manchester and Salford Free Church Council, Sir Arthur 
Haworth, Mr. J. P. Morris, M.P. for North Salford, Sir W. Clare Lees 
(representing the Manchester Chamber of Commerce) and Councillor 
Joe Toole (representing the Labour Movement). In addition, those 
on the platform included the Mavors of Eccles, Oldham, Chester 
(and the Mayoress), Bury, Rochdale, Leigh, and the Deprity Maver of 
Wigan, and many prominent nen and women in the Churches, the 
University, the professions, commerce and civic life. The Jewish 
Community was represented by several well-known men and women 
headed by Mr. Nathan Laski and Alderman %S. Finburgh. My» 
Neville Laski, K.C.. aiso attended. Many expressions of sympathy 
with the Jewish people in their suffering were read from several 
important sources, and special messages of sympathy and support 
were read from Mr. Kk. Raymond Streat, Secretary of the Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce ; the Clerk of the Presbytery of Manchester ; 
and Pro‘essor S. Alexander, O.M. 

The Lord Mayor said that evervone must bave realised that the 
decision to call such a meeting was an.extremely serious one, which 
could only bye justified in exceptional circumstances. ft was not 
light-heartedly that the poople of one country ventured anything 
Itke interference in the internal affairs of another country. But 
what had happened in Germany fully warranted the calling of that 
meeting. They need not found their case on any of the killings and 
beatings that were reported to have taken place in Germany, terrible 
as these had been. it was lent to keep to those things of which 
open boast was made, and even then it was clear that there was a 
case for a protest, 

The Bishop of Manchester proposed and the Bishop of Salford 
seconded the following resolution: “ That .this meeting. presided 
over by the Lord Mayor of Manchester and supported by the Lord 
Bishop of Manchester, the Lord Bishop of Salford: Members of 
Parliament, Mayors of neighbouring towns, representative of the 
civic, commercial and religious life of the cities of Manchester and 
Salford, expresses its abhorrence of. the persecution and discrimina 
tion under which the Jews in Germany are suffering. and. in the 
name of humanity, appeals to the German Government to take such 
measures.as will cause such persecution and discriminationto cease.’ 
The Bishop of Salford said that he joined with the utmost sincerity 
and with all the emphasis he could, on behalf of a not inconsiderable 
body of Catholics, with all those right-minded civilised Christian 
people in expressing utter detestation of that persecution of the 
Jewish people now taking place in Germany. ‘This new political 
philosophy had put back the clock of the whole world at. least 300 
years. It was a going back upon our civilisation. 

Mr. W. P. Crozier, the Editor of the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN, 
was received with prolonged cheers when he rose to support the 
resolution. “I assure you,” he said, “that both my colleagues and 
1 are deeply gratified at this unusual popularity.” (Laughter. He 
regarded it as a great honour to be allowed to support the resolu- 
tion, not only on his own behalf but, he believed, as representing, 
however unofficially and informally, the great mass of newspaper 


opinion it the country. It was immeasurably shocking that Germany 


should be turning its back on the whole principle of equality 
between races and religions, and should apparently be marching 
back into the Dark Ages, from which every civilised country 
in turn, our own included, had so painfully emerged. Mr. 
Crozier distinguished between acts of violence and political and 
economic persecution, but said that there had been no over-state-. 
ment of the brutalities. On the contrary, only a small part of the 
truth had been told. Every trustworthy observer and every respon. 
sible newspaper related only the facts falling within their know. 
ledge, and therefore it was easy to see that it had been possible to 
put together only a fraction of what had actually occurred. “ It is 
always difficult,” he said, and sometimes dangerous to distinguish 
between a Government and its people and to say that the acts of a 
Government do not represent the mind of the people. But this, I 
think, we may say with justice. We have admired Germanyand the 
German people for great qualities, and I make no doubt of it that we 
shall do so again. But wherever the immediate responsibility lies 


for the persecution that is going on, at any rate, the responsib'lity 
for its suppression and the obligation to restore to the Jews their 
full civic liberty rests, and will rest ultimately, with the whole 
German people ; and until they discharge that responsibility, until 
they fulfil that obligation, we shall unceasingly protest.” 

“The Mayor of Salford, in supporting, said that that terrible 
edict of Hitler that no Jew could be a German citizen and the 
carrying of it into practice was without parallel in modern history. 
it must cause the Governments of all countries the most serious 
concern, not only for the great wrong done to one section of the 
people, but as an indication that the policy. of force, of blood and 
iron. which they had thought had died some years ago, still survived. 

Supporting speeches to the same effect were made by the Rev. K. 1, 
Parry (for the Free Churches), Sir A. Haworth, Mr. J. P. Morris, M.P., 
sir W. Clare Lees (representing the Chamber of Commerce), and 
Councillor J. Toole, who associated himself wholeheartedly with the 
protest, on behalf of the Labour movement of the district. The 
resolution was unanimously carried. In a vote of thanks to the 
speakers and the Chairman, Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., speaking as 
President of the Board of Deputies, expressed their undying gratitude 
to all who had spoken, 


“The People of the Book.” 


Mr. Lloyd George on their Persecution. 


Speaking on the Bible at a meeting of the Godalming branch of 
the British and Foreign Bible Society, on Friday last, Mr. Lloyd 
(reorge said 

“I should like to say one word about the people who gave us 
this Book; they have not always been popular. There are countries 
where they are unpopular at the present moment. I feel grateful 
in my heart to the gifted race which became the agents for trans- 
mitting this Book to the world. I wish Christendom and every 
country in Christendom would remember one of the phrases of this 
great Book— Salvation is of the Jews" It -is not their only 
contribution to human civilisation; but it is their greates>. It 
is the greatest any race has ever made to human civilisation. 
At the present moment, they are enduring a persecution—a mean 
persecution—in one of the great countries of Christendom, It is 
rooted in a degrading envy. Jews in that country, as in every other 
country, are obtaining bigh positions. In that country, they have 
‘attained about the highest positions in.laa, in medicine, in learning, 
In music, in science, in art and in literature, not because they are 
Jews —very often despre the fact that they are Jews—but because 
they are men of high intellectual attainment, and many of them 
men of resplendent genius. 

“ Gifted faces are never popular where they are in a minority. 
The Greeks were not very popular in the cities of the Roman 
Empire: Scotsmen have lived it down! I am sorry that the 
German Government should take this line at this moment. We were 
getting over our prejudices. We were getting over our angers after 
the War. During the War, 1 did my best—so did millions of my 
fellow-countrymen—to overthrow what we regarded as a mititary 
oppression. We succeeded. From that moment, as is the temper 
of all good Britons, we said: “Now it is over, here is our hand.’ 
We did our best to see that the Germans were accorded fair 
treatment under that good old British word ‘fairplay.” What- 
ever equal treatment under the Treaty of Versailles might 
mean, we said: ‘Administer it fairly and with justice.’ 
There was a temper rising in this country of anxiety to see that the 
(rermans were treated with equality at the table of nations. To-day, 
they are reviving old antagonisms and old memories which in turn 
revive, as Sir Austen Chamberlain said the other day, the old feeling 
against Prussianism in its most arrogant form. It is a misfortune 
to Germany and it is a misfortune to the world, She gains nothing. 
Nobody will gain anything. 

The great Book teaches us that goodwill among men and the 
happiness of races depends upon elimination of hatred in the human 
heart, No man ever profited, no nation ever profited by hatred. 
Hatred is unjust; hatred is savage; hatred is cruel: hatred hurts 
the man who cherishes it in his bosom more than the person 
against whom it is directed; hatred is blind ; you are not conscious 
of what you are doing under its impulse. You meet Germans 
to-day who deny that this-is happening. That is the blindness of 
reviving these ancient racial hatreds. Get back to the great Book. 
It teaches goodwill among men by teaching brotherhood to man.” 


Lord Grey on “ Might is Right.” 


Germany’s Retrogression. 

Lord Grey of Fallodon, in his presidential address to the Annual 
Meeting of the Liberal Council, dealt with the recent developments in 
international affairs, including the growth of the Hitler movement 
in Germany. “ We were anxious,” he said, “to see Germany recover. 
We felt that, though defeated in the War, she was a great nation— 
great in science, in music, and in many of the things which are pre- 
eminent in civilisation—and I ought to add that some of the men 
most distinguished in music and in science whom we honoured were 
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certainly Germans, but are also Jews. (Hear, hear.) Then suddenly 
there comes this attack upon the Jews, showing that Germany is 
not prepared to give them even tolerance. If we had done that, and 
so suddenly refused the right of citizenship to Jews in this country, 
which has been given them for’ one hundred years, if we had 
suddenly gone hack in that way, we should have thought that we 
had receded by one hundred years. Well, that has happened in 
Giermany, and with it has come a feeling apparently throughout 
Germany that might is right, and that all means are legitimate and 
may be used which are for the German race alone and to the 
exclusion of everyone else.”

ir James Barrie's Protest. 
Sir James Barrie, as President of the Society of Authors, has 

addressed the following letter to the German Ambassador in London: 

‘* Your Excellency,—The Society of Authors wishes to point out that con- 
temporary German literature, which of late years has achieved a growing 
popularity in this country, has done much to further an understanding between 
the German and English s; eakinyg peoples. .The Society is therefore strongly 
moved to protest against the recent proscription of many German authors whose 
work has added distinction to that literature, and to remind those responsible 
fer such proscription that the intellectual life of their country will suffer greatly 
ioless it is secured against the malice of political and racial prejudices and 
wlowed a reasonable freedom of thought and speech.”’ 


Dean Inge’s Condemnation. 


Herr Hitler's attitude towards the Jews in Germany was 
coudemned by Dean Inge in a sermon during a service of the 
british and Foreign Bible Society at St. Paul's Cathedral on Tuesday. 
lt was rather distressing, Dean Inge said, that the Jewish nation—a 
nation which had done so much for the world—should even now be 
hated and persecuted. Why the new German Government should 
behave in that strange manner he could not even guess. It was 
foolish as well as wrong, for the Jews had stood by the graves of all 
their oppressors in tarn.

We have received the following letter signed by Major H. L, 
NATHAN, M.P. (Chairman), Sir Puitre HARTOG (Vice-Chairman), Lord 
MeLCHETT (Treasurer), the Rev. M. L, PERLZWeIG (Hon. Organiser), 
and Mr, GABRIEL COHEN (Hon. Secretary) :

That this meeting forms itself into a Consultative Committee for the 
purposes of the —— e.ergency in Germany and in carrying out its functions 
will seek the closest co operation with the Joint Foreign Committee of the 
Jewish Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association. 

The measure of co-operation already achieved is indicated by the fact, 
actually published in LHe JEWISH CHRONICLE, that in addition to its other 
work the Consultative Committee has, by arrangement with the Presidents 
of the Joint Foreign Committee, undertaken to set up sub-committees

than to the Consultative Committee itself) for the purpo-e of enquiring 
into the faciiities in various countries for naturalisation and immigration 
and also for the purpose of taking depositions from refugees in order to 
furnish current and reliable information as to what is actually taking place 
inside Germany itself.

A World-Wide Petition. 


Captain Webber’ s Important Step. 


Captain W. J. Webber, President of the Organisation for Ending 
Hostilities to the German Jews, has taken the important step of 
initiating a world-wide petition which is to be presented to the 
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German Ambassador in London, Herr von Hoesch, demanding full 
restitution of civil rights for the Jews of Germany. Our representative 
found Capt. Webber busily surrounded by a staff of secretaries 
when [I called to see him the other day. “I formed my organisation,’ 
he told me, “ within two days of the reports of atrocities which 
came through from Germany. One of my objects is to combine the 
Various organisations which have been formed, under one banner. 
The gravity of the situation is, in my opinion, such that if would be 
of the greatest possible advantage to have one strong committee to 
deal with it. 

“ What is your attitude to the Joint Foreign Committee” I 
asked him. “My desire from the beginning,’ he replied. ~ was to 
work in conjunction with the recognised heads of Jewry and the 
pamphtet which [T have issued proves this. It would appear that 
the Deputies, the Joint Foreign Committee and the Anglo-Jewish 
Association believe that they have means, other than a boycott, of 
bringing pressure to bear upon the Hitler Government to stop the 
Jewish persecutions. Ido not believe that the Board has any effective 
weapon. Ido not, of course, suggest that their efforts are of no 
use, but Ido say that their efforts and ours, working on parallel 
lines, will achieve the object Which we have in view.” . 

if was told by..Capt. Webber that the membership of his 
organisation consisted of about 400 keen young Jews and Jewesses. 
With regard to the petition, Capt. Webber told me that pressure was 
being exerted on him from certain quarters noteven to say anything 
about it because he would be “ letting too many cats out of the bag.” 
He is, however, determined to proceed with it. Al hough the 
precise wording of the petition has not yet been decided upon, 
Capt. Webber said that if “would be couched in dignified and 
diplomatic language. It will be despatched to America, France, 
Poland, Holland aid other countries for the signatures of the leaders 
of those organisations there with whom they were working for the 
same objects. Upon its return to this country, it would be presented 
to the German Ambassador with the request that it be forwarded 
to the Hitler Government.

“Not A Voice Has Been Raised.” 


The following letter from Col. J. C. Wedgwood, M.P., appeared 
in THe Times: “As another free member of Parliament I should 
like to associate myself with all that Miss Rathbone writes in 
THe Times of April llth on the revival in Germany of what we 
hoped was dead. Yet I do not think that the worst is what has 
happened ; worse is that which has not happened. Nowhere in the 
world has a single German voice been raised against the actions of 
their Government. All countries have their inhuman clements; but 
all, save Germany, have at least some few with sufficient pride in 
their country and sufficient courage to be‘ in the right with two or 
three.” In France were Anatole France and Colonel Picquart in 
Italy were Nitti and ‘Amendola; in America, hundreds—from the 
Garrisons and Lowell to’ Mark Twain’ or the defenders of Sacco 
and Vanzetti; here thousands at all times-—-but from all Germans 
the silence of indifference or fear.’ 


A London Letter writer in the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN mentions 
that ‘ several English people who have been living in Germany have 
returned to this country, and their account of affairs there makes 
sad hearing. One visitor with many friends in social movements 
there, and a good friend of Germany, tells me that things in the 
poorer quarters are as terrible as they were at the beginning, and 
the beating and insulting still go on, while the richer Jews, most of 
them with their occupations gone and ruin ahead, are in despair

unable to see any way out of the darkness that surrounds them. At 
a Synagogue in Berlin recently a party of Nazis broke in and beat 
the people with steel rods. An English-woman in Berlin told my 
informant that two women who worked for her had been parti) 
stripped and beaten. The impression this informant got from many 
instances was that the calling-off of the boycott had enraged 
many of the vounger Nazis. Jews were being stopped inthe streets 
and pulled out of houses, and made to speak into dictaphones 
praising Hitler and the Nazi campaign, and repeating everything 
their tormentors demanded. At the same time there were signs of 
. growing feeling of real disgust among many of the middle-class 
Nazis with whom my informants had talked,”

The League and German Jewry. 


| M.P.’s Hops to Apply the Covenant. 


HITLER'S LITTLE CHAMPION,

Certain questions on the Paper this week show how deep is the 
concern caused by the arrest of British subjects in Germany, some 
of whom have been in prison for over & month without trial, and 
without any definite charges being made before a Magistrate. 


Mr. Doran's Comic Relief. 


In the meantime, Mr. Doran, who is apparently enjoying a brief 
respite from the task of saving Britain from alien rule by means of 
his secret army—after the fiasco he staged in one of the Committee 
Rooms last week—has been plying the Postmaster General with 
questions designed to suggest that Communist, propaganda is being 
broadcast on the wireless. Sir Kingsley Wood aroused considerable 
laughter when he replied that if the present conciliatory methods 
of dealing with the matter should fail, he might fall back on Mr. 
Doran's army of liberators. The various efforts made by Mr. Doran 
to project himself into the political limelight have aroused as much 
amusement as have his claims to be a second Cromwell-—of all 
people—and to be taken seriously. 

It is not forgotten that this same gentleman, who to-day tells 
us that he is “ going to take matters into his own hands,’ and who 
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talks about the Jews with the eloquent fervour and the amount 
of knowledge typical of a street-corner orator, was not always 
such an ardent champion of Nazism and its concomitants. On 
October 27th, 19382 he was urging the Home Secretary in the House 
to prohibit the holding of demonstrations of a recently founded 
Fascist group whose object, he said, was the creation of an 
anti-Semitic war in this country. That attitude of six months ago 
hardly supports the claim of this modern Cremwell that he has 
been pursuing his present policy for the past two years. Mr. Doran 
will have to cultivate a better memory, if he wishes to be regarded 
by his colleagues in the House as other than a politician in search 
of his bearings. 


Can the League be Invoked ? 

The question as to whether it is possible for the League of 
Nations tointeryvene in the persecution of the Jews in Germany has 
proved the topic of many informal conversations in the Lobby of late. 
Notwithstanding the deep resentment felt in this country and 
expressed on many occasions in the House of Commons, it is considered 
doubtful whether the International Court of Justice would hold the 
present disgraceful happenings in Germany as affecting international 
relations between Great Britain and Germany. On the other hand, 
there is a widely expressed view that as the Jewish race is recog 
nised as a nation under Article 22, dealing with mandates, its rela 
tions with Germany are therefore international relations and that 
anything affecting them can be properly brought to the attention o° 
the Assembly or Council by any member of the League. 

‘Lhere is also a generally expressed conviction in the Lobby that 
as the Palestine Mandate places Great Britain in a special relation 
ship with the Jewish people, it is the British representatives wlio 
should raise the question under Article 11 of the Covenant. The 
Forergn Secretary has not yet shown any willingness to undertake 
this task, but IL understand that some members are determined te 
Pigss upon Sir John Simon the desirability of Great Britain bringing 
th uestion to the notiee of the League.

UNITED STATES. — President Roosevelt has nominated Mr. Laurence 
Steinhardt, a prominent Jewish lawyer of New York, as United States 
Minister to Sweden, and is submitting the nomination to the Senate for 
confirmation. 

A definite working relationship has been effected between the School 
of Religious Education and Social Service of the Boston University and 
‘Temple Isracl, the Reform Synagogue of Boston. Last summer Rabbi 
Beryl! D. Cohon, of Temple Israel, was invited by the University authorities 
to introduce instruction of specifically Jewish interest. The courses 
offered—one in contemporary Judaism and one in the literary prophets— 
proved to be the beginning of a larger development, and an organic rela- 
tionship between the University and the Temple has evolved, Dr. Ehren- 
fried. Chairman of the Committee of Education of Temple Israel, was 
appointed to the Religious Education Committee of the School, 


AUSTRIA. The Austrian Government has invited the Federation

FRANCE..—The Paris (Sorbonne) University has invited Dr. Weizmann 
to deliver a lecture at the end of May on the general Jewish situation. 

French Deputies have introduced a Bill into Parliament asking that a 
declaration of equality of all citizens, irrespective of race and creed, 
should be posted in all schools, in order to counteract anti-Semiti 
influences, 


LATVIA.—The Palestine Labour Leader, Mr. David Ben Gurion, 
was attacked on his arrival at the Riga railway station by members of 
the Brith Trumpeldor, who pelted him with rotten eggs. Members of the 
Zionist Socialist Party who were at the station to meet Mr. Ben Gurion 
attacked the Brith Trumpeldor in return. Police intervened, and when 
the Brith Trumpeldor resisted twelve of them were arrested.

RUMANIA.—1n consequence of the rioting in Czernowitz and other 
places reported in recent issues of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, the Govern- 
ment has decided to take vigorous neasures to suppress the Cuzists. 
Following a conference held in Bucharest between the chiefs of the 
security police and the police chiefs of a large number of towns throughont 
the country, orders were issned to carry out house-searches on the 
premises of all Cuzist and Hitlerist organisations, and documents, emblems, 
uniforms, etc., >were confiscated, and many of the premises were sealec|. 
Orders have also been issued to suppress all so-called “ Storm detach 


ments,’ of no matter what nationality, and to treat them as illegal 
bodies. 
RUSSIA.—-Among the Russians who stood for trial in Moscow together 


with the six Englishmen was also one Jew, M. Moses L. hotlarevsky, 
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aged 38. He has been sentenced to imprisonment for eight years and to 
have his property confiscated. 

The Commission for Affairs of Religion of the Central Executive 
Committee of the Soviets has over-ruled a decision of the Passport Office 
which refused to issue a passport to Rabbi Clemens, the officially 
recognised Rabbi of Moscow. The decision would have made him liable 
to deportation under the new ordinance, by which only people holding 
passports may reside in the big cities.

The Cairo Geniza. 


HOW IT WAS FOUND. 

Mr. Elkan Adler forwards to us for publication the following 
very interesting letter which the late Professor A. H. Sayce (who 
died a few weeks ago) wrote to him from Egypt in 1903, The subjec' 
of the letter is the famous Cairo Geniza, or burial-place for old books 
and documents, the contents of which were one of the great historica’ 
finds” of last The Professor wrote to Mr. Adler: 

* Your letter has caught me in the act of leaving Egypt. I sail from 
Alexandria to-nrorrow, and hope to be in Oxford on the 18th or 19th (May). 
‘The facts about the In the spring of 1888,a German 
(whose name I forget), while sinking a well in the neighbourhood of th 
Fostat Synagogue, excavated a number of fragments of Hebrew Mss 
which he brought to me. I handed Dr. Neubauer, 
who, however, did them of importance. Before 
Cairo I visited Ropot, where they had been buried in the ground. Some 
years later (1 think in "92 or "93--the date ought to be given in the intro- 
duction to Neubauer and Cowley’s ELrcicsiasticus) 1 heard of the Geniza, 
paid a visit to it, and arranged to purchase the whole of it for £50 for the

fragments which are now at Oxford. He wanted to continue his excava- 
tions in the garden of the Synagogue, but could not get permission to do 
so from the Jewish authorities. I think it very possible that subsequently 
to this the contents of the hoard were removed from the garden to the 
Geniza which, as you say, would account for the appearance of exposure 
to damp observable on many of the Mss. This is also possible that some 
portion of the hoard found by the German in 1888 was dug up and replaced 
in the Geniza. The MSS. must have been buried before 1888, probably on - 
account of want of room in the Geniza which was filled high with MSS. 
and dust when I saw it through a hole in the wall. Many ofthe MSS. mus! 
still be underground. I was so glal to see your brother again this winter. 
1 hope Egypt has done him good.”

In recent years Barmitzvahs have come to be. celebrated on a 
very large scale. Public halls are engaged, and considerable sums of 
money are lavished on these occasions. Such lavish celebrations are 
entirely superfluous from the religious point of view. Moreover, the 
manner in which the functions are carried ont,-accompanied as they aro 
by dancing and carJd-playing which usually takes place, are far from 
calculated to impress the Barmitzvah boy with the religions significance 
ef the occasion and, on the contrary, are more likely to give him a totally 
false conception of what Judaism stands for. 

Further, when an economic crisis preva ls, placing millions of people 
on the brink of starvation: and, moreover, When we are faced, as we are 
now, With the appalling tragedy of German Jewry, it is imperative that 
there should be no wasteful expenditure, and that every spare penny 
shall be saved for the purpose of responding to these urgent calls, 

It would be most appropriate that the occasion should be signalised 
by inseribing the name of the Barmitzval boy in the Golden Book of 
the J.N.F., or by giving substantial donations to various charitable 
institutions. This type of celebration would surely leave an indelible 
impression on the child’s mind of the sacredness of the occasion, and of 
bis responsibilities to Judaism and humanity at large.

L\onoune ing that if was the last occasion on which he W ould be 
ca the Chair before his retirement from the Presidency, Mr. Nathan 
Laski. J.P.. officiated at-a«meeting of the Council held at Franken. 
burg House, Cheetham Hill Road, on Sunday. He presented a report 
of the work done recentiv by the Council's Officers. Replying to 
eriticism that not enough was heard of the work of the Council, Mr.

Much blame had been attached to the Council for not calling an 
immediate meeting in race of that~ great tragedy. tle (Mr. 
Laski) wished. to take the full responsibility for not calling that 
meeting, but he had judged the steps that the Executive had had to 
take a8 so lmportant that it might have beén injurious tothe Jewish 
cause if they had called the Council together then and made public 
all that was happening. As a result of thei work, however, they 
had seen that great protest meeting last week at the Free Trade 
Hall. Several of those present knew of his own personal con 
tribution towards that end—and he wished for no bouquets or 
compliments for fulfilling what he considered his duty to bis people. 
He had worked from morning till hate night, interviewimg 
important people in every section: and the result was such that im 
the history of Manchester Jewry such a striking demonstration had 
never before been seen Mr. tiaski assured the Council of his 
continued interest and help in spite of his retirement from office 
and said the Council would have a bright future under its new 
(Chairman, Alderman Finburgh.

interference, but there had been such a change in world trading conditions

International affairs have a direct bearing upon the stock market 
situation just now. Foreign exchanges are still very erratic. This 
naturally hampers general trade with the result that monetary 
supplies in London are still very large with a general movement of 
such eredits towards high-class investment stocks. Quite a feature 
is the investment demand for reliable new securities which come 
on offer. Supplies of good class stocks outside the Funds are 
particularly short, and high prices are asked for such investments. 
\itention is naturally directed to the rise in commodits prices 
mainly as a result of the departure of the United States from the 
yold standard, but there is still considerable distrust in the situation. 
The speculative activity on the Wall Street Stock Exchange is 
followed very closely, but investors in this country contine their 
wetivities almost exclusively to sound British securities. There is, 
however, an investment demand for South African gold shares, 
especially the shares of the dividend paying concerns. This is due 
to the bigh price for gold and the keen demand for the metal on 
Continental account. 


Record Profits. 

Highly satisfactory preliminary figures have been issued by Marks 
and Spencer, Ltd., for the year to March 31st last.

A diffienIty, which was common to all business of a nature similar to theirs, 
had been the quantity of goods returned by customers unable to continue with 
their contracts. He was very pleased to say that, commencing from August 
last vear, the goods returned commenced to show a decline and by the end of 
1932 the total returns were a little less than those of 1951. The decrease still 
continued and was a testimony tothe care with which credit had been given. 
The goods returned in these circumstances had been dealt with and the small 
amount of bad debts incurred, written off.

In these difficult times, it 
was not at all surprising that many customers were unable to pay for varying 
periods the monthly instalments as originally arranged.

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Property Notes. 


The question of structural improvements to houses and buildings in 
general was discussed at a luncheon given at the Café Monico by the 
County Valuers’ Association. Sir Hilton Young, the Minister of Health, 
in the course of an address, said that the importance of uniformity in the 
valuation of property had been conspicuously illustrated recently. There 
was a movement, fostered by the building societies, and most sympa- 
thetically regarded by the Government, to encourage householders 
to put in hand improvements in their houses, which would not only 
add to the value of those properties, but would at the same time give 
employment to those engaged in the building trace. The success of that 
movement. he added, seemed-to be threatened by apprehensions about 
the valuation of property. It was a matter of national interest to reduce 
those apprehensions in every possible way, All needless obstacles should 
be cleared away from the path, in order to give that useful work the 
larvest possible scope. If structural improvements were undertaken which 
would add to the letting value of a house, those who were responsible for 
the making of valuations must, without doubt, take the increased letting 
value intoaccount. Sir Hilton said it was represented that there were 
authorities who went beyond-the requirements of the law, and regarded 
work which was in the nature of decoration, and so*forth—work, in fact, 
which was necessary to obviate a decrease in letting value--as something 
to be treated as an accretion to assessable value. That, said the speaker 
in conclusion, would be a misunderstanding of principles. Representatives 
of the National Federation of House Builders recently discussed with the 
Minister of Health the steps to be taken to give effect to the proposals for 
the building of houses t» be let, contained in the Housing Bill now before 
Parliament, as soon as the Billbecomes law.

THE RIVALS (Embassy). 

A week which has been marked, dramatically speaking, by 
something of a lull in new events, was propitious for the presenta. 
tion of Sheridan's famous comedy with its easy-going pace and its 
subsidiary plots, so typical of the days when theatre-goers dined 
early, lived within it mile or two oft the playhouse ana had very 
definite ideas of value for their entrance noneyv. Perhaps one of the 
best features of the produ tion at the Hmibassy iS the steady pace 
which Mr. Baliol Holloway, the producer, chose to maintain right 
through so that Lady Tree was ableto vive i parr detailed ana 
unruffled study of the immortal Mrs. Malaprop, and Baliol Holloway 
himself had time to extract the full flavour from Sir Anthony 
Absolute. Lionel Marson,on whom devolved the bucolik clowning 
of Bob Acres, worked conscientiously, but I suspect either imagined 


his task easier than it actually was, or did not realise how much it 
demanded of the actor to make it Something worth its length. Eri 
Portman handled the gay and = gallant Captain Absolute very 
«harmingly, and Leslie Mitchell, masterofdyspeptic gloom and bilious 
melancholy, was quite brilliant as the ill-humoured Faulkland. 
Lesley Waering was very sweet-and-seventeen as Lydia, and when she 
learns to make her words more audib'e ana ber speaking more 
preeise (but not noticeably precise), should have all the advantages 
which await a pretty form and face in theatreland. Three lesser 
parts were beantifully acted by Anthony Shaw, Oliver Johnston 
and James Harcourt. Cherry Cottrell brought all her irrepressible 
personalty to her version of Lucy, the prototype of all soubrettes.

The Settlement Players. 

The limited dimensions of the stage at the St. George's Jewish 
Settlement combined. with the atmosphere created by an audience 
composed mostly of friends of the Settlement—conditions which 
obtained at the previous performance—contrasted with the cireum- 
stances last Sunday evening, when the Settlement Plavers pave a 
repeat performance of the ~ Dybbuk” before a general audience at 
the Pavilion Theatre, Whitechapel. This was a true test as to 
whether the triumphant reception previously accorded to their 
version of Ansky’'s well-known play was really merited or simply an 
outburst of spontaneous friendliness. The result was a triumph 
for the’ Players”; the cast adaptec themselves to the unusual 
surroundings and even surpassed their previous performance, and 
the audience which filled the Pavilion vociferously applauded their 
efforts. Reuben Caplin, the producer, made full use of the. larger 
stage and better lighting effects, and managed to intensify the 
gloomy, mystical atmosphere. Ll am gratified to find that my 
wivice, offered in these columns when the Settlement Players 
gave their tirst performance to present the show to a larger 
Jewish public, has been amply justified. Greta Marchinsky, as 
Leah, Pave -ik superb piece of work 4 Joseph Pleat was deeply 
impressive as Azreal, the old and venerable Rabbi who exorcises 
the “Dybbuk”; and the whole cast showed unquestionable ability, 
others worthy of mention being David Brenner, Sophie Steiner 
and Louis Cowan. I hope that the Settlement Players will 
continue to express their dramatic art through the medium of 
Jewish plays, of which there are a growing number available, and 
so not give occasion for criticism such as was made in these columns 
last week in connection with another Society. 1.1, 

The Plinius Players. 

The mixed bill of four plays presented last Sunday cvening at the 
Fortune Theatre by the Plinius Players demonstrated the ready adapta ility 
ofthe Players. The show opened witha “flop.” The cream of English 
professional talent, let alone the Plinius people, could not “ put over” 
successfully such a thing as “ World Without Men.” That clever actress, 
Miss Helen Misener, supported by an enthusiastic ensemble, did all she 
possibly c .uld to give plausibility and humour tothe action, but im vain. 
“Queer Street ’’ was distinguished by a splendid performance from Mr, 
Joseph Si'ver in a study of a light-fingered Cockney “gent.” Buta Mr. 
Willtam Sykes was heard to observe that burglars don't carry their imple- 
iments about in bulky, easily-recognisable carpenters’ bags; certainly 
the Amalgamated Burglars’ Union do not allow members to use on their 
teatables the crested silverware "‘lifte.’’ from the nobility and gentry. And 
the *‘ set,”’ with its fine Jacobean oak suite, was a little too lavish for an 
‘aumble cracksman’s abode. The well-known Grand Guignol farce 
“FE. and O.EB,”’ took the audience somewhat unawares; its real 
intent did not dawn on them until it was almost too late to 
appreciate it. The concluding item “Behind the Beyond” was the 
funniest bit of pure burlesque I have ever seen on the amateur stage. 
Mr. Pernard Kazak was at the very top of his form, and what with the 
sham hysterics of Miss Daphne Barsht, who shows distinct signs of 
trinmphs to come, and the clowning of Mr. Edward Misener, ia which 
difficult art he stands in a class by himself, the audience were sooa help- 
less with mirth. Mr. Edward Tapper put in some excellent work a3 stage 
director. During an interval, Michaelson, the well-known car.caturist, 
gave a most amusing little show, part of which was positively briiliant. 
But I hope Mr. Michaelson reserves his “ Jew ” jokes for Jewish audiences 
only ; generally speaking, the “little Ikey "’ business doesn't do our people 
a scrap of good, PHS. 

When, a litte while ago. in consequence of financial str mgency it was 
proposed to cose down the Ineorporated Stage Society, widespread 
protests were redistered among all sections interested in the drama against 
the step to which the Council found itself driven. The sp rit of deter- 
minatioa to save the Society has taken concrete form in the forming of a 
Committce which is determined not only torepair the finances of this valu- 
able organi-ation, but to protect it from future embarrassment by creating a 
permanent endowment fund so that the Society can continus to present 
plays of high artistic and intellectual merit irrespective ofcomm reial value, 
Viscountess Snowden is Chairman, and among the di-tinjushed people 
in art and literature who are members of the Comittee running the 
Endowment Fand Campaign, the offices of which are at 52, Shaftesbury 
Avenue, W.1, are Sir Landon Ronald, Mr. J. T. Grein, Prof. William

Brahms Horn Trio. 


The chief “attraction” about Monday evening's recital in the 
series of Brahms’ Centenary Chamber Concerts being given at th: 
Wigmore Hall. was the “ Horn Trio” which came at the end. Fo: 
this work Aubrey Brain had been brought in to join Harold Samue'! 
md Isolde Menges, and that in itself went far to assure a fin: 
performance. One has to lament the decay of the private orchestras 
beloved of .the great and petty Princes of the old German Empire 
for only under such conditions were horn trios, sonatas and othe: 
Chamber music of unusual kind likely to be produced by great com 
posers. This horn trio was of much interest even to the ordinar, 
listener, who, surely would find a horn solo of any length rathe: 
dreary. Brahms-did not attempt to make thé horn produce two notes 
at once, or dance about like a kitten; he was concerned with good. 
sound horn playing, as melodious as the instrument itself would pe: 
mit, The second movement,in which the horn and violin were playing 
together against the piano, was played with all the feeling that its 
rather plaintive melody demanded. Earlier in the evening we had 
heard the posthumous “ Sonaten Satz,” a single scherzo movement 
which was full of vitality, though written as Brahms’ contribution 
to a collective sonata. Isolde Menges and Harold Samuel played 
the Violin Sonata Op. 78 as though they knew it by heart—whic) 
probably they do—and esteemed it accordingly. But in Brahms the, 
are both a little heavy, and tend to increase rather than diminish 
his reputation for very, very serious music.

The Centenary of the “Dull Dog.” 

One wonders whether Brahms is perhaps too sure of his reputa- 
tion for anyone to get really excited about his Centenary. 
Certainly the audience was on the small side at thé third 
Chamber Concert at the Wigmore Hall last week. The programme 
contained two clarinet works, the Trio in A minor, op. 114 with piano 
and ‘cello, and the Sonatain F minor, op. 120, No.1. The clarinet part 
was in the capable hands of Frederick Thurston, and Harold Samue! 
ndded his inalienable charm to the piano part. The tone of Ivor 
James's ‘cello was both rough and thin, nor did he combine well in the 
Trio. There was, however, a marked improvement in the Quartet in A 
major, op, 26, which concluded the programme. Here Mr. James 
and Mr. Samuel were joined by Isolde Menges and Yewe Dyer. The 
combination was admirable and resulted in a finished performance. 
Yet throughout the evening was there not something never far from 
the surface that called to mind the description of Brahms as a“ dul! 
dog’? And was it altogether Brahms’ fault ? F.G.S.

A Psalm for the Times. 


By AUNTIE. 
Toe are very few events that happen 


to the individual human being or to 

a nation, and particularly to the 

House of Israel, for which an appro- 
priate echo cannot be found in the Book of 
Psalms. In time of trouble, of storm and 
stress, it is well to turn to that wonderful 
book for comfort and for a reflection of the 
emotions that surge up within us. What could 
be more appropriate to the present hour, when 
our people are being so ruthlessly assailed in 
Germany, than the 88rd Psalm which I 
recommend you to read ? 

THe OF ISRAEL. 

The Psalm was written at a time—we do 
not know exactly when—in which enemies 
were gathering in alliance to threaten Pales- 
tine. It was not the first time, as the Psalmist 
recalls, that similar confederacies had been 
formed among the bordering nations to crush 
Israel, and he prays that the same fate may 
befall this unholy alliance as had been the 
lot of earlier ones, such as those in the days of 
Gideon and Deborah. It seems to the Psalmist 
as if for the moment God has deserted His 
people, but he knows that a divine word has 
but to be spoken and the plans of their 
enemies will be thwarted. 

A MopEeRN TOUCH. 

How very up-to-date seems the cry with 
which the Psalm opens! “O God, keep not 
Thou silence ; hold not Thy peace, and be not 
still, O God. For, lo, thine enemies make a 
tumult, and they that hate Thee have lifted 


up the head. They take crafty counsel against ~ 


Thy people, and consult together against Thy 
hidden ones. They have said ‘Come and let 
us cut them off from being a nation, that the 
name of Israel may be remembered no more!” 
Could there be a more exact representation of 
the Nazi battle-cry? The Psalm mentions 
the enemy nations assembling together to fall 
upon Israel, and the writer cries: “Do Thou 
unto them as unto Midian, as to Sisera, as to 
Jabin at the brook Kishon.” 
ARTICHOKES. 
He proceeds: “ O my God, make them like 
& wheel, as a stubble before the wind.’ What 
is the wheel, the galgal, to which he alludes? 
One writer suggests that the Psalmist is re- 
ferring to the globular heads of the wild 
artichoke. They are light as a feather; and 
in the autumn, when they break off from the 
parent stem, “ thousands of them come scud- 
ding over the plain, rolling, leaping, bounding 
with vast racket, to the dismay both of the 
The Arabs, who call it 
‘akkub, “ derive one of their many forms of 
cursing from this plant: ‘May you be whirled 
like the ‘akkub before the wind!” The 
Psalmist prays also that these enemies may 
be as swiftly destroyed as the passing of a 


forest fire that leaps from bush to bush on the 


mountain slopes. It is a vivid picture which 
will be familiar to those who know the opera- 
tion of burning off the dead bracken in moor- 
land country. The writer I have already 
quoted speaks of a similar operation in Pales- 
tine. “ Thorns and briars grow so luxuriantly 
here that they must be burned off always 
before the plough can operate. The peasants

watch for a high wind and then the fire catches 
easily and spreads with great rapidity.” The 
prophets use the same image of swift destruc- 
tion: “ I will kindle a fire in the forest and 
it shall devour all things round about it.” 
(Jer. xxi, 14). 

REFORMATION, 


“Fill their faces with confusion,” the 


Psalmist asks, “ that they may seek Thy name, - 


0 Lord.” Let them learn their lesson, but in 
such a way that they are brought to the feet 
of God Who does not desire the death of the 
sinner but rather that he should amend his 
ways and live. But if they still persist in 
their policy of persecution then “ Let them be 
ashamed and confounded fer ever; yea, let 
them be abashed and perish.” But this dire 
punishment also has a higher purpose—" that 
they may know that Thou, of Whom alone the 
name is the Lord, art Most High over all the 
earth.” We may compare this sentiment with 
another similar Psalm, (xxxv); and with this 
quotation I may fittingly conclude: ~ Let them 
be ashamed and brought to confusion together 


- that rejoice at mine hurt; let them be clothed 
with shame and dishonour that magnify them- 


selves against me. But let them shout for joy 
and be glad that favour my righteous cause; 
yea, let them Bay continually, ‘Let the Lord 
be magnified Who hath pleasure in the pros- 
perity of His servant.’ And my tongue shall 
speak of Thy righteousness and of Thy praise 
all the day long.”
